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PREFACE 


A  few  items  at  the  beginning  of  this  book, 
seem  to  help  the  reader  fathom  the  tremendous 
undertaking  that  one  has  in  attempting  to  trace 
any  one  line  of  descent,  and  there  are  some  few 
notes  that  can  be  added  here,  that  evidently  have 
a  close  relationship  to  the  families  mentioned, 
but  the  relationship  cannot  be  definitely 
established. 

There  was  a  Thomas  Barrow,  who  was  made 
Master  of  Rolls,  and  received  other  appoint¬ 
ments,  too.  He  died  in  1497  and  his  will  is  in  the 
Perogative  Court  of  Canterbury.  His  brother, 
Richard,  was  a  merchant  of  staples  of  Calais, 
who  died  in  1505.  There  is  a  ^ ^brass’’  in  the 
church  at  Winthrop,  near  by  Burgh,  Lincoln¬ 
shire,  England.  (Taken  from  the  pamphlet, 
Notes  and  Queries,”  p.  148,  of  series  3,  vol. 
VII.) 

In  the  same  book,  p.  449,  series  2,  vol.  XI,  it 
states  that  Samuel  Barrow,  M.  D.,  of  Trinity 
College,  B.  A.,  1643-4,  was  in  August  of  1660 
constituted  Physician  in  Ordinary  to  Charles  II, 
of  England.  The  celebrated  mathematician  and 
the  Divine  Isaac  Barrow,  of  England,  was  a 
grandson  of  Isaac  Barrow,  Esq.,  of  Spinney  Ab¬ 
bey,  Cambridge,  England,  a  family  long  seated 
in  Suffolk  and  Norfolk,  which  had  originally 


come  from  Lincoln,  England,  where  it  was 
seated  temporarily  with  Edward  IV  of  England. 
The  Barrows  in  Lancashire  are  best  represented 
in  the  Ambleside  District,  but  are  represented 
strongly  in  Sussex  and  Kent.

THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  BARROW 


The  Name  ahd  Family  of  Barrow 


The  name  of  BARROW  is  believed  to  have 
been  derived  from  the  name  Borough  or 
Boroughs,  which  originally  had  reference 
to  a  place,  so-called  in  England,  at  which  the 
first  bearer  of  the  name  resided.  It  is  found  on 
ancient  English  records  in  the  various  spellings 
of  Barough,  Barugh,  Borough,  Baroughs,  Bor- 
rough,  Borroughs,  Borrowe,  Borrowes,  Bar- 
rowe,  Barrowes,  Barrowe,  Barowes,  Barow, 
Berewe,  Barewe,  Barewes,  Barrus,  Barrows  and 
BARROW,  and  innumerable  others,  of  which 
the  form  last  mentioned  is  a  well-known  sur¬ 
name  in  America  today. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  name  in 
England  are  those  of  John  de  la  Berewe,  of 
Whorestershire,  about  1272;  those  of  Richard 
de  la  Barewe,  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  in  1273 ; 
those  of  William  de  la  Barewe,  of  the  County  of 
Essex,  about  the  same  time ;  those  of  Robert  de 
la  Barewe,  of  1275 ;  those  of  John  atte  Barew,  or 
Berwe,  of  Sommersetshire,  in  1327 ;  and  those  of 
Walter  de  la  Barrowe,  of  the  year  of  1341. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  following  century 
Richard  Barrow  resided  in  the  city  of  Chester, 
England,  and  was  the  father  of  John,  who  was 
the  father  of  Robert  and  Thomas,  of  whom  the 
first  was  the  father  of  at  least  two  sons,  Thomas 
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and  Robert.  Thomas,  the  young  brother  of  the 
first  Robert  of  this  line,  was  mavor  of  the  citv 
of  Chester  in  1495,  and  had  issue  bv  his  first 
wife,  Ann,  of  Thomas  and  Roger,  of  whom  the 
latter  was  killed  in  1544,  and  left  issue  by  his 
wife,  Katherine  Singleton,  of  a  son  named  John, 
who  settled  in  Korthamptonshire  and  was  the 
father,  by  his  wife,  Mary  Standish,  of  at  least 
one  son  named  Edward,  who  married  Elizabeth 
Chenev  and  probably  left  issue. 

Richard  Barrow,  of  Lincolnshire,  died  about 
1502,  leaving  issue  of  Thomas  or  Roger,  John, 
and  Richard,  of  whom  the  first  was  the  father 
of  Thomas  and  John  and  others,  of  whom  the 
first  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Margaret  Goodrich, 
of  Thomas,  who  resided  in  the  County  of  Nor¬ 
folk  and  was  the  father,  by  his  wife,  Mar}^ 
Bures,  of  Thomas  (died  young),  lYilliam, 
Henry,  John,  Edward,  Stephen,  Ann,  Bridget, 
Elizabeth  and  Marv.  Of  these,  IVilliam  made

his  home  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  where  his 
first  wife,  Erances  lAingfield,  died  without  is¬ 
sue,  and  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Baundy,  gave 
him  three  children :  Morris,  Elizabeth  and 
Erances. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century 
Henry  Barrow,  who  descended  from  a  Hamp¬ 
shire  family,  was  the  father  of  a  son  named 
John,  who  made  his  home  in  the  County  of  Suf-

folk,  and  was  the  father  of  Philip,  Isaac,  and 
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Joane,  of  whom  the  first  resided  in  Cambridge¬ 
shire  and  was  the  father,  by  his  wife,  Catherine 
Linton,  of  Samuel  (died  without  male  issue), 
Charles  (died  young),  Isaac,  Thomas,  and  Dor¬ 
othy.  Of  these,  Isaac  was  the  father,  by  his  first 
wife,  Rebecca  Yong,  of  Isaac  (died  young), 
Thomas,  and  five  daughters,  and  by  his  second 
wife,  Catherine  Ryese,  of  Philip,  Isaac,  and 
Martha;  and  Thomas  (son  of  Philip)  settled  in 
the  County  of  Essex  and  was  the  father,  by  his 
wife,  Dorothy  Walpole,  of,  among  others,  a  son, 
Samuel,  who  was  the  father,  in  the  early  seven¬ 
teenth  century,  by  his  wife,  J udith  Eitz  Geffrey, 
of  Samuel,  Thomas  and  several  daughters. 

One  Richard  Barowe,  of  Herefordshire,  was 
the  father,  before  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  by  his  wife,  Jane,  of  James,  who  was 
the  father,  by  his  wife,  Margaret  Warnecombe, 
of  Richard  Thomas,  James  and  six  daughters. 
Of  these,  the  son,  Richard,  left  issue,  by  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  Boyle,  but  their  children  are  not  on 
record. 

Not  without  distinction  in  Great  Britain, 
where  many  bearers  of  the  name  of  Barrows  or 
Barrow  were  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeo¬ 
manry,  the  family  was  represented  among  the 
earliest  British  settlers  in  the  New  World. 

It  is  probably  that  the  first  of  the  name  in 
America  is  John  Barrow  or  Barrows,  who  set¬ 
tled  at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  with  his  wife, 
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Ann.  He  later  moved  to  Plymouth,  in  the  same 
colony,  and  died  there  in  1692,  leaving  six  chil¬ 
dren:  Robert,  Joshua,  Benajah,  Ebenezer, 

Mary,  and  Deborah,  as  well  as  a  widow  (his  sec¬ 
ond  wife)  named  Deborah,  who  was  probably  the 
mother  of  several  of  the  above  mentioned  chil¬ 
dren. 

Robert,  the  son  of  the  immigrant,  John  (al¬ 
though  some  authorities  have  referred  to  him  as 
the  brother  of  John),  resided  at  Plymouth  and 
had  issue  by  his  first  wife,  Ruth  Bonum,  whom 
he  married  in  1666,  of  John,  Eliezur  (died 
young) ,  George,  Samuel  and  Mehitable.  Shortly 
afterwards,  perhaps  the  year  1689,  he  married  a 
second  wife  named  Lydia  Dunham,  by  whom  he 
had  further  issue  of  Robert,  Thankfull,  Elisha, 
Thomas  and  Lydia. 

Joshua,  son  of  the  immigrant,  John,  married 
Deliver ence  W edge  and  made  his  home  at  Attle¬ 
borough,  Massachusetts,  and  his  children  (many 
of  whom  spelled  the  name  ^‘Barrus”)  are  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  been  Benajah,  Joshua,  John, 
Thomas,  Ebenezer  and  Samuel. 

Benajah,  son  of  the  immigrant,  John,  was 
first  married  to  Elizabeth  Bucklin,  by  whom  he 
had  issue,  at  Attleborough,  Massachusetts,  of 
John,  Joseph,  Deborah,  Nehemiah,  Ben j amine, 
Elijah,  Lydia  and  Ichabod.  It  is  considered 
probable  that  he  had  no  further  issue  by  his  sec¬ 
ond  wife,  the  widow  Lincoln,  whom  he  married 
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in  1726,  or  by  bis  third  wife,  Hannah  Bennett, 
whom  he  married  about  ten  years  later. 

Ebenezer,  son  of  the  immigrant,  John,  first 
removed  to  Attleborough  and  later  went  to  Cum¬ 
berland,  Rhode  Island.  By  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Lyon,  he  was  the  father  of  Ebenezer,  Abraham, 
Elizabeth,  Bathsheba,  Mary,  Hannah  and  Sarah. 

Others  of  the  name,  who  emigrated  to  America 
at  early  dates  but  left  few  records  of  their  im¬ 
mediate  families  or  descendants,  include  John 
Barrow,  of  Virginia,  in  1642 ;  Robert  Barrow,  of 
Westfield,  Connecticut,  in  1645,  and  Henry  Bar- 
row,  of  Virginia,  in  1652;  Michaell  Barrow,  of 
York  county,  Virginia,  in  1653;  John  and 
Thomas  Barrow,  of  Henrico  county,  Virginia, 
in  1654 ;  Matthew  Barrow,  of  James  City  county, 
Virginia,  in  1656,  and  James  Barrow(s),  of  Do¬ 
ver,  New  Hampshire,  before  1670. 

As  early  as  1680,  Thomas  Barrow  came  from 
Lancashire,  England,  to  the  Northern  Neck  of 
Virginia.  Records  indicate  that  he  was  the 
father  of  a  son  named  Thomas,  who  moved  to 
North  Carolina  and  had  issue,  by  his  wife,  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Atkinson,  of  among  others,  a  son  named 
James,  who  settled  in  Georgia. 

A  George  Barrow  was  living  in  Massachusetts 
in  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
Some  family  historians  hold  that  he  was  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  one  of  the  earlier  New  England 
branches  of  the  family,  while  others  maintain 
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that  he  came  to  America  from  Monmouthshire, 
Wales.  George  Barrow  was  married  about 
1720  at  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  to  Kather¬ 
ine  Ivory,  who  died  the  next  year,  leaving  a  son 
named  George,  who  died  in  infancv. 

In  1772  George  Barrow,  of  Charlestown,  mar¬ 
ried  Relief  Rows,  bv  whom  he  had  issue  of  Re- 
lief,  Mary  and  probably  George,  although  the 
last  mav  have  been  bv  his  third  wife,  Hannah 
Chandlier,  whom  he  married  in  1783.  Bv  this

third  marriage  he  is  known  to  have  had  an  issue 
of  at  least  two  sons,  John  and  Thomas. 

The  offsprings  of  these  two,  and  other 
branches  of  the  family  in  America,  have  spread 
to  all  parts  of  the  conntr}^  and  have  been  promin¬ 
ent  in  the  growth  and  development  of  the  nation. 
They  may  be  described  as  an  upright,  socially- 
minded  and  conscientious  race,  possessed  of 
rather  high  intellectual  ability.  Members  of  the 
family  have  rendered  humanitarian  services  in 
the  fields  of  medicine,  literature,  education  and 
ministrv. 

Among  those  who  fought  in  the  lYar  of  Revo¬ 
lution  were  Lieutenants  Jacob  and  Samuel,  of 
North  Carolina;  Lieutenants  Jeremiah,  Jona¬ 
than  and  Aaron,  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Rev. 
David  Barrow,  of  the  Isle  of  l¥ight,  Virginia; 
Daniel  Barrow,  of  Surry  county.  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  and  numerous  others.

was  there. 

(b)  William  Barrow,  who  lived  near  his 
brother,  J ohn,  in  Mercer  county,  Kentucky,  later 
than  1795.  He  had  been  married  since.  The 
Veterans  Administration  in  Washington  furn¬ 
ish  the  following:  ‘AVilliam  Barrow  was  born 
January  8,  1762,  in  Brunswick  county,  Virginia. 
While  a  resident  of  Guilford  conntv,  -North 
Carolina,  William  Barrow  enlisted  in  August  or 
September,  1780,  served  three  months  as  a  pri¬ 
vate  in  Capt.  George  Pearce’s  Company,  Colonel 
]\Loore’s  North  Carolina  Regiment,  and  engaged 
in  spMng  and  scouting  in  South  Carolina,  and 
was  in  several  skirmishes ;  he  volunteered  in  J  an¬ 
il  arv,  1781,  inmiediatelv  after  the  battle  of  the 
Copens,  or  Cowpens,  served  in  Capt.  John  Wal¬ 
ker’s,  Colonel  Paisley’s  North  Carolina  Regi¬ 
ment,  and  while  out  on  a  scouting  party  was 
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taken  a  prisoner  by  Colonel  Tarleton’s  Dra¬ 
goons,  and  was  placed  on  board  the  British  fleet, 
then  lying  at  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  and 
held  in  confinement  until  in  August,  1781,  when 
he  was  exchanged  and  returned  home ;  reaching 
there  about  the  first  week  in  September  follow¬ 
ing  ;  he  stated  that  at  the  time  of  his  capture,  he 
received  two  wounds,  one  on  the  shoulder  and 
one  on  the  head. 

After  the  Revolution,  he  resided  in  North 
Carolina,  until  1789,  then  he  moved  to  Kentucky, 
and  lived  for  a  time  in  Franklin  countv,  that 
State,  and  in  1802,  moved  to  Pulaski  count}^ 
He  was  allowed  a  pension  on  his  application,  ex¬ 
ecuted  September  16,  1833,  while  residing  in  the 
said  Pulaski  county,  Kentucky. 

William  Barrow  died  September  3,  1839 ; 
place  not  shown.  Married,  March  29,  1796,  Sus¬ 
anna  Miskell.  The  date  and  place  of  her  birth 
and  the  names  of  her  parents  are  not  stated. 

The  soldier’s  widow,  Susanna,  was  allowed  a 
pension,  executed  April  1,  1850,  at  which  time 
she  was  age  73  years,  and  resided  in  Pulaski 
county,  Kentucky.

In  1850  Rebecca  Lee  Barrow  Sadler,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  soldier  and  his  wife,  Susanna,  lived  in 
Pulaski  county,  Kentucky ;  in  the  same  year,  one 
Samuel  Sadler  also  resided  in  Pulaski  county; 
but  no  relationship  of  Samuel  to  Rebecca  was 
stated. 

In  1833  Aaron  Barrow,  brother  of  the  soldier, 
was  aged  sixty-one,  and  his  wife  (Aaron^s), 
Martha  Barrow,  was  sixty-four  years.  They  re¬ 
sided  in  Pidaski  county,  Kentucky.” 

*****(c)  Daniel  Barrow  lived  on  Toms 
Creek,  Surry  county.  North  Carolina,  and  mar¬ 
ried  Hannah  Stone;  and  his  Revolutionary  War 
record  reads  as  follows:  ‘‘Daniel  Barrow,  born 
in  Brunswick  county,  Virginia,  on  December  8, 
1757,  had  a  war  record  as  follows :  died  Novem¬ 
ber  8,  1837,  aged  79  years  and  11  months;  mar¬ 
ried  May,  1783,  to  Hannah  Stone,  who  was  born 
August  6,  1764,  and  died  August  19,  1834,  aged 
70  years.  He  served  in  the  war  from  1776  until 
its  close.  He  enlisted  at  the  age  of  16  years. 


Judge  Bright  G.  Barrow 

Lawyer  of  Macon,  Missouri,  who  built 
Hildreth  home. 


Robert  Wilson  Barrow 
A  lawyer  of  Macon,  Missouri. 
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His  pension  number  is  S.  32104;  while  living 
in  Brunswick  county,  Virginia,  he  enlisted  in 
the  spring  of  1776,  and  served  three  months  as 
a  private  in  Captain  Williamson’s  Company. 

While  living  in  North  Carolina  he  enlisted  in 
1779,  and  served  13  months  as  a  private  in  Cap¬ 
tain  Hill’s,  Francis  Tartanson’s  and  Bradley’s 
companies,  under  Col.  James  Hogan’s  North 
Carolina  regiment.  He  served  4  or  5  days  at 
the  time  of  the  battle  of  Guilford. 

After  the  war  he  lived  in  Surry  county.  North 
Carolina,  then  moved  to  Knox  county,  Tennes¬ 
see,  from  there  to  Wayne  county,  Kentucky,  and 
finally  to  Jackson  county,  Illinois.”

age,  SARAH  GILLIAM,  daughter  of  Hinchey 
Gilliam,  of  Sussex  County,  by  whom  he  had 
twelve  children,  eight  of  whom  are  ftill  living;

Biography  Rev.  David  Barrow  of  Virginia 

AND  Kentucky 

Written  by  G.  H.  Spencer  in  1885  in  Vol.  1  of 
‘^History  of  Kentucky  Baptists.”  The  author 
of  this  article  is  indebted  to  an  aged  son  of  Mr. 
Barrow,  recently  living  in  Montgomery  county, 
Kentucky,  for  many  interesting  facts  concern¬ 
ing  his  father. 

David  Barrow  was  much  the  most  distin¬ 
guished  preacher  among  the  emancipationists  of 
Kentucky.  With  the  exception  of  John  Cano, 
he  was  probably  the  ablest  preacher,  and  with¬ 
out  exception,  the  ablest  writer  among  the  Bap¬ 
tist  ministry  in  Kentucky,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  century.  Of  this  purity  of  Life,  de¬ 
votion  to  the  Cause  of  his  beloved  Master,  and 
constancy  of  zeal  and  piety,  it  would  difficult  to 
say  too  much.  He  began  his  ministry  with  flam¬ 
ing  zeal  and  dauntless  courage,  at  an  unusually 
early  period  of  Life,  and  at  a  time  that  Tried 
men’s  souls,’  and  labored  on  through  trials, 'suf¬ 
fering  and  persecutions,  without  apparent  abati- 
ment  of  zeal,  and  faltering  courage,  or  a  visible 
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spot  on  his  garment,  till  God  took  him  to  himself 
at  a  ripe  old  age,  That  he  made  mistakes,  as  all 
men  in  the  flesh  do,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  but 
that  he  acted  from  sincere  motives,  with  a  view 
to  promote  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  good  of 
men,  during  his  entire  ministry,  we  have  the 
united  opinion  of  all  his  contemporaries  whose 
testimony  has  reached  us. 

‘‘David  Barrow  was  born  in  Brunswick  Coun¬ 
ty,  Va.  Oct.  30,  1753,  His  Father,  William  Bar- 
row  was  a  farmer,  who,  after  raising  his  family, 
moved  to  North  Carolina,  and  died  in  the  91st 
year  of  his  age.  David  was  brought  up  a  farmer, 
with  very  little  education.  But  after  his  mar¬ 
riage,  he  studied  grammar  under  Elder  Jere¬ 
miah  Walker,  and  it  is  said  that  he  became  an 
excellent  grammarian.  He  professed  conversa¬ 
tion  at  about  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  was 
baptised  by  Zachariah  Thompson,  into  the  Foun¬ 
tain  Creek  Church.  Like  most  of  his  contem¬ 
poraries,  who  became  Baptist  Ministers,  in  Va., 
he  began  to  exhort  others  to  seek  the  Savior,  al¬ 
most  immediately  after  he  himself  had  found 
him  precious  to  his  Soul.  He  was  ordained  to 
the  full  work  of  the  gospel  ministry  in  his  19th 
year,  and  in  the  same  year,  was  to  Sarah,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Hinchey  Gilliam,  a  respectable  farmer  of 
Sussex  County,  Va.,  and  a  native  of  Scotland. 
The  ordination  of  Mr.  Barrow  occurred  in  1771. 
For  three  years  from  this  time,  he  did  not  enter

the  pastorial  office,  hut  traveled  and  preached 
extensively  in  Va.  and  North  Carolina.  During 
this  period  and  till  two  or  three  years  later,  he 
was  called  upon  to  endure  much  hardness  for  the 
Master.  But  he  bore  it  as  a  good  soldier  of 
Christ.  In  1774,  he  became  the  pastor  of  the 
Isle  of  Wight  Church.  There  are  several 
churches  in  this  vicinity,  and  contigious  parts  of 
North  Carolina,  that  had  been  gathered  by  a  sect 
then  called  General  Baptists.  They  had  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  doctrine  that  is  now  preached 
by  the  Campbellites.  Some  account  of  the  sect 
was  given  in  the  sketch  of  John  Tanner.  Mr. 
Barrow  joined  with  Mr.  Tanner  and  others,  in 
renovating  these  churches.  In  this  they  suc¬ 
ceeded,  and  in  a  few  years  they  had  a  respectable 
association  of  churches,  formed  on  the  orthodox 
plan.  They  took  out  of  the  old  churches,  such 
as  could  give  satisfactory  account  of  a  change 
of  heart,  and  formed  them  into  new  churches,  to 
which  many  were  added  by  experience  and  bap¬ 
tism.  The  old  churches  soon  perished.  By  this 
means  the  Kehukee  association  was  formed. 

‘Wt  breaking  out  of  the  Revolution,  in  1776, 
Mr.  Barrow  shouldered  a  musket,  and  entered 
the  army  in  defence  of  his  country.  M  hen  his 
term  of  service  expired  he  entered,  or  rather, 
continued  his  warfare  in  the  service  of  Christ. 
His  unexceptionable  deportment  rendered  him 
veiw  popular  with  all  classes  of  Men. 
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‘‘Mr.  Benedict  gives  the  following  incident  as 
a  speciman  of  the  rude  persecutions  this  emin¬ 
ent  and  devoted  servant  of  Christ  was  compelled 
to  endure.  In  1778,  Mr.  Barrow  was  invited  to 
preach  at  the  house  of  a  gentleman  living  on 
Hansemond  river.  A  preacher  by  the  name  of 
Mintz  accompanied  him.  On  their  arrival,  they 
were  informed  that  they  might  expect  rough 
usage.  And  so  it  happened.  A  gang  of  well- 
dressed  men  came  up  to  the  stage,  which  had 
been  erected  under  some  tree. 

“As  soon  as  a  hymn  was  given  out,  the  perse¬ 
cutors  sang  an  obscene  song.  They  then  siezed 
both  preachers,  and  dragged  them  down  to  a 
muddy  pond,  saying  to  them,  ‘As  you  are  fond 
of  dipping,  you  shall  have  enough  of  it.’  They 
then  plunged  Mr.  Barrow  into  the  mud  and 
water,  holding  him  under  until  he  was  almost 
drowned.  They  then  raised  him  up  and  asked 
him  derisively  if  he  believed.  He  finially  said 
‘I  believe  you  will  drown  me.’  They  plunged 
Mr.  Mintz  but  once.  The  whole  assembly  was 
shocked.  The  women  shrieked,  and  none  dared 
interfere,  for  about  20  stout  fellows  were  en¬ 
gaged  in  this  horrid  measure.  They  insulted 
and  abused  the  gentlemen  who  invited  them  to 
preach,  as  well  as  every  one  who  spoke  in  their 
favor.  Before  these  persecuted  men  could 
change  their  clothes  they  were  dragged  from  the 
house  and  driven  off  by  outrageous  churchmen. 
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Siicli  were  some  of  the  persecutions  the  Bap¬ 
tists  had  to  endure,  onlv  a  hundred  vear,  for  no 
other  crime  than  that  of  preaching  the  gospel. 
And  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  persecutors  were 
members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Let  no  one 
entertain  a  Yindictive,  or  even  unkind  feeling 
toward  the  church,  under  whose  auspices  these 
horrid  outrages  were  committed.  .  .  .  Three  or 
four  of  these  persecutors  died  in  a  distracted 
manner,  in  a  few  weeks,  and  one  of  them  wished 
that  he  had  been  in  HELL  before  he  had  joined 
the  company.  ’ ’  (Benedict ’s  History  of  Baptists, 
A^ol.  2,  page  2-19.) 

^  After  the  Revolution,  Mr.  Barrow  was  per¬ 
suaded  to  accept  the  office  of  Magistrate,  the 
duties  of  which  he  discharged  with  fidelity  for 
some  years.  But  finding  the  office  interefered 
with  his  ministeral  duties,  he  resigned  it.  Hence¬ 
forth  he  gave  himself  wholly  to  his  sacred  call¬ 
ing.  YChile  contending  for  the  liberty  of  the 
American  Colonies,  he  embibed  the  notion  of 
universal  liberty.  Upon  this  principal  he  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  sinful  to  hold  slaves. 
Accordingly  he  freed  all  his  negroes,  of  which  he 
owned  a  considerable  number.  ”  .  .  .  ‘‘Besides  the 
church  on  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Mr.  Barrow  was 
pastor  of  Shoulder  Hill,  Black  Creek,  and  Mill- 
Swamp  Churches,  all  of  which  prospered  under 
his  ministry.  For  a  number  of  vears  he  moved 
to  the  west,  he  was  generally  the  Moderator  of 
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Portsmoiitti  Association.  After  laboring  with 

great  zeal  and  success  in  Virginia  and  North 

Carolina  during  a  period  of  more  than  twenty 

years,  he  moved  to  Kentucky.  He  arrived  in 

Montgomery  County,  June  24,  1789,  where  he 

settled  for  the  remainder  of  his  earlv  Life. 

*/ 

There  he  quickly  distinguished  himself  as  a  man 
of  piety,  talent,  and  usefulness.  When  Gover¬ 
nor  Garrard  and  Augustine  Eastin  embraced 
LTnitarianism,  Mr.  Barrow  was  one  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  sent  by  Elkhorn  Association  to  convince 
them  and  Cowper’s  Church  of  their  error.  In 
1803,  he  published  a  pamphlet  on  ‘The  Trinity.’ 
This  production  exhibited  marked  ability  and 
doubtless  did  much  to  check  the  progress  of  that 
growing  heresy,  against  which  it  was  written. 
Mr.  Barrow  was  also  employed  in  negociating 
terms  of  Union  between  the  Regular  and  Separ¬ 
ate  Baptists  in  1801,  and  as  he  had  been  success¬ 
ful,  in  North  Carolina,  so  he  and  his  coadjectors 
were  now  successful  in  Kentucky. 

“Soon  after  his  arrival  in  Kentucky,  Mr.  Bar- 
row  united  with  the  Mt.  Sterling  Church,  and 
became  its  Pastor.  He  also  accepted  the  pas¬ 
toral  care  of  Goshen  and  Lulbegrud  churches. 
In  a  history  of  Lulbegrude  church  published  in 
1887,  the  author  speaks  of  its  ancient  pastor 
thus:  ‘Elder  David  Barrow  was  a  man  of  the 
highest  order  of  talent,  a  fine  preacher,  very 
zealous,  well  educated,  possessed  of  a  thorough 
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knowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  and  was  known  in 
his  day  as  ^‘The  wise  Man,’’  ’  .  .  .  ‘‘He  became 
excited  on  the  subject  of  slavery,  through  the  in¬ 
temperate  zeal  of  Sutton  and  Carman.  Mr.  Bar- 
row  was  an  emancipationist  from  principal,  and 
this  was  well  known.”  .  .  .  “The  North  District 
Association  made  a  nearer  approach  to  papal  ar¬ 
rogance.  It  not  only  expelled  Mr.  Barrow  from 
his  seat  in  that  body,  but  also  appointed  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  go  to  his  church,  the  alternative  of  ex¬ 
cluding  their  Pastor  from  the  Church,  or  being 
excluded  from  the  Association.  There  was  no 
charge  of  innnorality  or  heresy  against  Mr.  Bar- 
row  or  his  church.  The  complaint  was  that  he 
preached  emancipation. ”  .  .  .  “The  madness  of 
fanaticism  ruled  the  hour,  and  under  its  influ¬ 
ence,  they  made  this  blunder.  Thus  expelled 
from  the  fellowship  from  the  great  bod}^  of  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Kentucky,  Mr.  Barrow  directed  his  at-

tentioii  to  the  few  that  would  follow  him.  He 
soon  brought  order  out  of  confusion.  The 
Churches  and  fragments  of  Churches  that  held 
to  the  emancipation  scheme  were  organized,  and 
a  respectable  Association  was  formed.  Mr.  Bar- 
row  published  a  pamphlet  of  sixty-four  pages  on 
the  ‘Evils  of  Slavery..’  It  is  said  to  have  been 
written  in  a  calm  dignified  and  manlv  stvle.” 
.  .  .  “The  society  soon  began  to  wither.  How 
sad  that  fourteen  years  of  the  life  of  such  a  man, 
was  wasted  in  so  hopeless  an  enterprise.  As  the 
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close  of  this  good  man’s  life  drew  near,  he  anti¬ 
cipated  it  with  triumphant  joy.  A  little  before 
he  breathed  his  last,  he  repeated  a  part  of  the 
23rd  Psalm.  On  the  Sabbath  morning,  Novem¬ 
ber  14,  1819,  he  passed  triumphantly  from  the 
thorny  walks  of  men  to  a  paradise  of  God.” — 
(Copied  by  Mrs.  Albert  S.  Johnson,  Indianap¬ 
olis,  Indiana.)

A  Copy  of  the  Journal  by  Rev.  David  Barrow 


Written  from  Virginia  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
Back  to  Isle  of  Wight  County,  Virginia 


A  yT AY  5,  1795.  Left  Home  about  3  o’clock 
in  the  P.  m.  for  the  Western  Country, 
Rode  to  Bro.  William  Barlow’s  in  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  ab’t  22  miles.  (6)  Preformed 
Divine  worship  in  the  morning ;  took  h  ’kf ’t.  Be¬ 
ing  accompanied  by  bro.  Barlow,  rode  to  Jack- 
son  Brazier’s  in  Henrico  County,  a  bro.  near 
Richmond,  Virginia.  (7)  After  Divine  Serv¬ 
ices,  and  other  neccesary  refreshments,  found 
myself  much  mortified  by  my  horse  being  foun¬ 
dered  but  after  some  consultation,  exchanged 
him  with  bro.  Frazier  and  rode  on  to  Richmond. 
(8)  Put  up  at  bro.  Elliott’s.  Bought  a  pair  of 
saddle-bags,  Li-4  S,  also  paid  Mr.  Thomas  Nich¬ 
olson  a  balance  I  owed  him  for  a  News  Paper,  of 
3/4  /2,  and  discontinued  taking  them  longer. 
(8)  Left  Richmond  ab’t  7  o’clock  and  rode  to 
our  Mr.  Fox’s  in  Louisa  County,  and  were  hos¬ 
pitably  treated,  for  which  I  felt  thankful.  Trav¬ 
eled  45  miles.  (9)  Set  out  very  early  this  morn¬ 
ing  to  the  Round-About  M’T’G  house  in  the 
above  named  County.  Met  a  goodly  number  of 
Ministers  and  other  brethren.  Bro.  Jer.  Moore 
preached  the  introductory  Sermon  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  then  preceded  to  buisness,  and  harmony 
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seemed  to  rim  tliro.  tlie  whole.  I  lodged  at  bro. 
Poindexter’s  with  a  number  of  others,  18  in  all. 
(10)  Sunday  Morning,  Repaired  early  to  the 
M’T’G’  house.  I  preached  with  brethren  Moore 
and  Semple,  from  I  Cor.  XII,  3.  AVe  had  a  com¬ 
fortable  Meeting.  Lodged  again  at  bro.  Poin¬ 
dexter’s.  (II)  M^e  entered  early  this  morning 
on  ]}uisness  and  enjoyed  much  Peace.  Brotherly 
Love  appeared  to  run  thro,  the  M'hole.  Rode 
that  evening  to  Captain  Bell’s  in  Orange  Coun¬ 
ty,  about  25  miles.  (12th)  Here  I  was  to  wait 
for  Company,  therefore  appointed  a  meeting  in 
the  evening,  and  accordingly,  preached  to  a  small 
Congregation  from  Matt.  A^,  6.  I  find  the  Face 
of  the  country,  even  here,  wears  a  different  ap¬ 
pearance  to  what  it  does  with.  ns.  The  land  is 
verv  red,  and  here  lie  the  South-AA'est  moun- 
tains,  and  the  Blue-Ledge,  ]Derfectly  in  view.  I 
lodged  this  evening  at  Captain  Bell’s,  where  I 
did  last  night.  (13th)  Rested  at  bro.  Pretty- 
man  Alerrv’s.  AA'as  treated  verv  kindlv.  He 
gave  me  necessary  hags  for  my  journey  and  all 
gratis.  (14th)  Rode  to  Elder  George  Eve’s.  In 
the  evening,  met  with  my  companions,  which 
were  the  bro.  Bartlett,  Bennett,  and  bro.  Thomas 
AA'att  of  Aladison  County,  making  15  miles. 
(15th)  AA^ent  to  Rapidem  Aleeting-honse  and 
preached  from  I  Cor.  A^I,  20.  After  meeting, 
went  on  our  way,  and  put  up  at  Air.  Ed.  Graves 
and  were  kindly  received.  The  land  is  very  red 
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and  tolerably  rich,  but  very  broken  and  Moun¬ 
tainous.  I  traveled  7  miles  this  day.  (16th)  Af¬ 
ter  Divine  Worship  and  breakfast,  sat  out  for 
Red-Stone.  This  day  we  steered  ab’t  a  north 
course,  close  under  the  Blue-Ledge.  Crossed 
several  beautiful  Rivers,  which  are  waters  of  the 
Rappahannock.  The  lands  are  very  good  over 
a  small  river  called  the  Robertson  River.  I 
observed  that  apple  trees  thrive  very  well  in  this 
soil,  when  they  are  properly  managed.  This  day 
mountains  appear  in  all  directions.  Put  up  at 
Mr.  Jacob  Hiccles,  a  Dutchman  in  Culpepper 
County.  They  were  kind  people.  (Praise  be  to 
GOD  for  all  his  mercies.)  Thus,  I  traveled  this 
day,  about  35  miles.  (17th)  Sunday  Morning. 
We  seemed  under  the  necessity  of  traveling  this 
day  without  the  privilege  of  being  at  a  Meeting. 
I  thought  so  often  of  GOD’S  dear  worshippers, 
and  how  glad  I  should  be  to  be  with  them.  This 
day  we  crossed  the  Blue-Ledge  at  Chester ’s  Gap. 
I  was  exceedingly  pleased  with  the  Propect,  and 
could  but  admire  several  curiosities  that  I  saw. 
We  went  through  a  corner  of  Shennandoah 
County  and  crossed  a  beautiful  River  by  that 
name,  abounding  with  good  land,  and  affording 
fine  prospects,  before  which  we  went  thro,  a  vil¬ 
lage  called  Lebuse,  then  another  called  Newton, 
and  the  3rd  called  Carnstown  and  so  on  to  Win¬ 
chester,  the  largest  inland  town  I  ever  saw. 
These  are  surrounded  with  large  tracts  of  ricli 
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country,  (fine)  abounding  with  immense  quanti¬ 
ties  of  Limestone,  and  every  necessity  of  Life. 
This  is  in  the  County  called  Frederick,  inhabited 
by  the  most  independent  farmers  that  I  ever  saw. 
107  miles  from  Fredericksburge  and  130  miles 
to  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  inhabitants  are 
mostly  emigrants  from  the  Northward.  They 
have  few  slaves,  and  consequently,  are  indus¬ 
trious.  The  women  think  it  no  shame  to  attend 
to  their  household  and  kitchen  affairs  with  their 
own  hands,  and  the  men,  to  their  buisness.  This 
part  of  Virginia  promises  future  greatness  and 
Independency.  Upon  the  whole,  I  was  greatly 
pleased  with  every  prospect.  The  manners  and 
morals  of  the  people  are  agreeable  in  general. 
I  also  find  several  religious  denominations, 
peaceably  in  these  regions,  such  as  the  Baptist, 
P’by’ns,  Lutherans,  Quakers,  and  the  C.  We 
put  up  at  Huffman’s  Tavern  in  the  last  men¬ 
tioned  town.  Ab’t  33  miles  I  have  gone  this  day. 
(18th)  One  of  our  company  had  some  affairs  to 
attend  to  in  this  place  which  detained  us  until  ab’t 
12  o’clock,  at  which  time,  we  pursued  our  jour¬ 
ney,  and  the  wonders  of  GOB’S  Creation  con¬ 
tinued  to  burst  upon  my  sight :  beautiful  M’T’ns, 
verdant  vales,  crystal  streams,  wending  their  de¬ 
lightful  cicles  in  harmonious  rnurmurs,  every  de¬ 
tail  delighted  my  every  sense.  This  evening,  we 
put  up  at  one.  Cap’s  tavern  on  the  great  Cape 
Capon,  a  beautiful  River  in  HAMPSHIRE 
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COUNTY,  (about  100  yards  wide)  Traveled  tMs 
day,  25  miles.  (19tli)  Cloudy  and  threatening, 
but  we  started  early  this  morning,  and  had  my 
admiration  still  kept  up  by  new  and  pleasing 
scenes.  Crossed  several  mountains  this  dav, 
also  the  South-Branch  of  the  Potomac,  a  beauti¬ 
ful  large  River  ab’t  120  yards  wide,  abounding 
with  excellent  land.  It  rained  this  day,  but  no 
great  deal.  We  put  up  at  a  small  village  called 
Prankford,  at  the  widow  Adam’s.  Traveled  this 
day  about  26  miles.  (20th)  It  was  still  cloudy 
and  misty  this  morning.  We  started  early ;  rode 
on  awhile  and  called  at  a  Public-House  and  took 
Breakfast,  Still  pursued  over  mountain  after 
mountain.  Several  light  showers  of  rain  fell  up¬ 
on  us.  Crossed  the  North  Branch  of  the  Poto¬ 
mac  at  a  place  called  Washington’s  Bottom,  and 
this  is  most  excellent  land  as  ever  I  saw  in  all 
m}^  travels.  This  is  a  fine  bold  River,  ab’t  100 
yards  wide,  capable  of  bearing  Boats  of  consid¬ 
erable  burden,  and  so  is  the  South-Branch,  which 
said  River  is  the  Line  between  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  which  lead  us  into  a  County  called 
Allegheny,  Ab’t  10  o’clock,  we  reached  the  Foot 
of  the  Great  Allegheny.  Ascended  the  Steep 
with  astonishment.  Showers  frequently  moist¬ 
ened  us.  The  land  on  the  Amazing  Ridge  is  very 
strong,  in  many  places  heavyly  timbered  with 
Chestnut  and  Oak,  with  a  good  deal  of  White- 
Pine,  and  what  they  call  Spruce,  much  resembl- 
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iiig  Juniper.  I  find  some  places  very  rocky. 
We  passed  several  places  called  the  Shades-of- 
Death,  made  by  a  luxuriant  growth  of  tall  trees 
in  deep  vailes.  I  took  notice  that  vegetation  on 
this  Mountain  was  not  more  forward  at  this  time 
than  with  us,  the  1st  of  April.  I  saw  snow-birds 
here  which  satisfied  an  old  inquiry  with  me :  vix, 
where  these  creatures  could  go  in  Summer. 
When  we  ascended  the  main  back-bone  of  this 
Monster,  I  was  surprised  to  see  the  water  issue 
from  the  top  thereof,  and  on  the  very  ridge,  ap¬ 
pear  so  much  like  Purcoson.  Here  the  Water 
in  a  few  yards,  parted ;  some  went  to  the  East¬ 
ern,  and  some  to  the  Western  Rivers.  This  eve¬ 
ning,  we  put  up  at  a  Mr.  Israel’s.  Traveled  32 
miles.  (21st)  Thursday  Morning.  (A  heavy 
air)  We  set  out  early.  Heavy  showers  suc¬ 
ceeded  each,  all  this  day.  It  was  disagreeable 
up  and  down  and  amazing  Steep,  we  had  to  cross. 
Here  lives  one  Timiblestone  on  the  head-waters 
of  the  Yohongalia  River.  The  Yohongalia,  a 
wester  bold  River  ab’t  100  yards  wide.  Here  we 
had  to  swim  our  horses  by  a  canoe.  Ab’t  here, 
we  entered  the  state  of  Pa.,  Fayette  County,  but 
rode  on  in  the  rain  until  late  in  the  P.  M.,  when 
we  put  up  at  Mr.  Hall’s  tavern,  about  19  miles, 
we  rode  this  day.  (22nd)  Friday  Morning.  Still 
very  heavy.  Took  breakfast,  then  set  out.  Fre¬ 
quent  heavy  showers  of  rain  watered  the  Moun¬ 
tain.  It  was  disagreeable  traveling  on  account 
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of  the  slipper  hills,  pointed  rocks,  and  rapid  tor¬ 
rents,  which  impeded  onr  progress,  but  we  still 
pursued.  I  saw  several  wagons  with  families  of 
women  and  children  jolting  over  the  ragged 
rocks,  and  passing  through  those  mudd}^  vales, 
sometimes  walking  and  at  other  times  in  the 
rocking  wagons,  in  a  very  dirty  situation.  Ab’t 
2  o’clock  in  the  P.  M.,  we  reached  the  most  west¬ 
ern  verge  of  this  august  pyramid  of  Mature.  De¬ 
scended  it  from  the  top  of  an  eminence  called 
Laurel-Hill,  from  the  height  of  which  a  most  de¬ 
lightful  prospect  opened  to  the  view,  of  an  ex¬ 
tensive  fertile  country  to  the  westward,  as  far 
as  the  eye  could  glance,  appearing  as  a  delightful 
plain,  agreeably  checked  with  rich  farms  and 
verdant  meadows,  giving  food  to  countless  num¬ 
bers  of  grazing  animals  of  different  kinds.  The 
cattle  with  their  udders  distended  with  milk :  the 
largest  and  finest  I  ever  saw  in  all  my  travels. 
In  a  word,  this  prevails  all  thro,  the  mountain. 
They  abound  in  the  best  meadows,  I  ever  had  a 
conception  of.  The  soil  and  the  climate  being 
admirably  well  adapted  to  grass.  The  inhabi¬ 
tants  abound  in  plenty,  each  one  following  his 
honest  and  profitable  occupation  entirely  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  horrible  CURSE  of  NEGRO 
SLAVERY,  that  so  much  degrades  the  human 
race,  and  fraught  with  evils  of  almost  every  de¬ 
scription,  whether  political,  natural,  or  moral, 
absolutely  inconsistent  with  very  idea  of  Repub- 
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licianism,  as  well  as  humanity,  and  Christianity. 
At  about  3  o’clock,  we  reached  a  thrhdng  vil¬ 
lage  called  BESONTOWN,  alias  UNION 
TOWN.  Here  we  dined  at  a  public-house,  hut 
while  at  dinner,  were  interrupted  by  a  rakish 
drunken  fellow,  who  came  staggering  into  our 
room  and  being  desired  to  withdraw  by  our  lady, 
(her  husband  being  absent)  raised  a  most  horrid 
riot  and  wounded  our  ears  with  oaths  and  impri- 
cations,  so  that  I  find  some  of  the  black-cast  are 
to  be  found  ever^^w^here.  After  this,  we  rode  to 
Red-Stone  in  the  County  of  Fayette,  where  we 
were  to  take  the  Water,  and  put  up  at  Mr.  Kin- 
near’s.  I  traveled  35  miles  today.  (23rd)  Hav¬ 
ing  passed  the  Appalachian  Mountains  and  come 
to  the  above  mention  station,  the  rain  ceased, 
tho,  I  found  by  travelers  who  followed,  that  it 
continued  on  the  Mountain,  and  indeed  after  we 
left  it,  it  hovered  around  it,  and  seemed  to  issue 
out  of  it,  which,  I  think  taught  me  a  piece  of 
Philosophy,  I  had  not  so  good  an  idea  of,  before. 
This  day  we  continued  at  Red-Stone,  old  Fort, 
a  little  village  on  the  Monongalia  River,  the  most 
Southernly-Branch  of  the  Ohio,  with  the  afore¬ 
said  Kinnear,  our  Host.  We  had  agreed  with 
a  certain  Mr.  West,  who  had  a  Cargo  of  Euro¬ 
pean  goods  to  take  to  Kentucky,  with  whom  we 
were  to  go  down,  but  He  could  not  get  ready  un¬ 
til  Sunday.” - '‘(24th)  Sunday  Morning. 

Ab’t  11  o’clock,  all  things  being  in  order,  we  let 
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loose  for  Limestone  in  Kentucky,  having  on 
board  7  grown  males,  3  white  women,  2  black 
Do.,  3  white  children,  2  black  Do.,  6  horses,  1  cow, 
1  dog,  a  fiest,  and  a  puppy,  was  all  our  live 
stock ;  horn  by  a  bold  current,  we  went  with  rap¬ 
idity.  (25th)  Found  ourselves  at  day-light  near 
Fort  Pitt,  still  in  the  State  of  Pa.,  the  County 
of  Allegheny  on  the  East,  and  Washington 

County  on  the  West.^’ - ‘A¥e  had  12  or  15 

miles  above  this,  before  the  water  falls  into  the 
River  Yohongelia  coming  in  upon  the  right  at 
the  above  mentioned  place,  vig:  Fort  Pitt,  we 
fell  in  with  the  fameous  Alleghenia  River,  com¬ 
ing  in  still  on  the  right ;  which  forms  3  branches 

of  the  celebrated  Ohio  Or  Fair  River.” - 

(26th)  Tuesday  Morning.  At  daybreak,  found 
ourselves  a  little  above  WHEELING,  at  which 
place  we  arrived  at  6  o’clock  in  the  morning, 
where  we  landed  our  provisions  and  providenti¬ 
ally  fell  in  with  Dr.  David  Jones,  on  his  way  to 

headquarters,  where  we  ‘Hook  aboard”. - 

“This  evening  about  12  o’clock  came  a  severe 
thundergust.  Here  our  crew  were  all  of  a  sud¬ 
den  called  out  of  sleep.  All  hands  were  at  what 
they  called  “do”  in  the  midst  of  horror  and 
darkness ;  but  to  the  praises  of  the  good  LORD, 
be  it  attributed,  ALL  WERE  PRESERVED. 
(27)  This  morning  at  half  after  8  o’clock,  we 
came  to  a  little  town  on  the  North-side,  called 
Marietta  at  the  mouth  of  a  bold  River  coming 
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in  on  the  same  side  called  MUSKINGUM. 

(from  WHEELING  aVt  64  miles).’’ - 

‘^This  was  a  tiresome  night  with  ns,  for  we  all 

were  in  an  uncnltivated  wild.” - - ^‘The 

River  was  very  high,  the  current  strong,  and 
part  of  the  night  attended  with  a  thick  fog, 
which  subjected  ns  to  frequent  alarm  for  fear 
of  being  dashed  on  islands,  or  against  trees  etc., 
on  one  shore  or  the  other.” - ‘‘About  mid¬ 

night  we  passed  the  mouth  of  Big-Sandy,  a  large 
fine  River,  coming  in  on  this  side.  This  is  the 

line  between  Virginia  and  Kentuck}^” - 

“It  bounds  with  multitudes  of  excellent  fish  of 
various  kinds.  Here  is  an  abundance  of  fine 
Perch,  very  large,  and  ever}^  P.  ^I.  and  night, 
they  are  to  be  heard,  in  great  numbers,  making 
a  curious  noise  nearly  like  the  mew  or  singing 

of  a  cat” - “(30th)  Saturday  Morning. 

Vriien  daylight  smiled  again,  we  found  ourselves 
with  in  ab’t  6  miles  of  Limestone,  and  at  half  an 
hour  after  6  o’clock  A.  ]\[.,  we  landed  at  Lime¬ 
stone,  much  fatigued  and  exhausted  for  the  want 

of  sleep  and  fresh  provisions.” - “(31st) 

Sunday  ]\lorning,  I  found  myself  revived.  The 
meeting  being  appointed  at  10  o’clock  in  the 
A.  M.  I  preached  from  PS.,  8,  9-15.  We  dined 
with  a  brother,  after  which  we  pursued  our  jour¬ 
ney  toward  Lexington,  past  the  Blue-Lick,  where 
they  made  salt.  This  is  on  the  main  branch  of  a 
River  called  Licking.  Here  I  saw  3  of  the  larg- 
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est  teeth  I  ever  saw  in  my  life:  2  tusks  and  a 
grinder.  They  were  dug  out  of  the  Earth  in  the 
open.  They  appeared  to  me  to  have  belonged  to 
a  grazing  animal,  and  I  suppose  without  a  doubt, 
it  must  have  been  an  Elephant.  We  traveled 
until  ab’t  8  o’clock  in  the  evening,  when  we  put 
up  at  a  Public  House.  I  was  indesposed  from 
much  violent  cold  that  I  had  taken  by  being  in 
the  rain  that  fell  on  us  as  we  passed  the  Moun¬ 
tains,  also  our  exposed  situation  on  the  water. 
From  Maj^’s  Station,  ab’f  18  miles.  JUNE  1, 
1795.  Monday  Morning.  I  still  felt  poorly,  but 
we  sat  off  early.  Passed  through  a  thriving 
town  BOURBON,  Bourbon  County,  here  bro. 
Bennett’s  buisness  called  him  another  way,  so 
he  took  leave  of  us.  This  evening  we  reached 
bro.  Watt’t  in  Fayette  County,  (from  our  last 
station,  28  miles) .  2nd.  Tuesday  Morning.  This 
morning  after  breakfast,  sat  off  for  MY 
BROTHER’S.  Passed  Lexington,  a  populous 
town  in  Faj^ette  County,  on  the  waters  of  the 
Elkhorn.  Just  beyond  which  I  unfortunately 
took  a  wrong  road.  M^as  now  alone,  for  bro. 
M'atts  had  gone  to  his  Father’s.  I  was  much 
bothered  with  paths  and  b^^-ways,  but  saw  an 
abuandance  of  good  land.  This  evening  I  got 
to  bro.  Jas.  Dupree’s  in  Woodford  County, 
after  rambling,  I  suppose  20  miles,  when  in 
reality,  I  imagine  it  was  not  over  12  or  15  miles. 
(3rd)  Wednesday.  After  tak’g  some  refresh- 
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merits,  I  sat  out  for  MY  BROTHER’S,  whom  I 
found  lived  on  the  South-side  of  the  Kentucky 
River  in  Mercer  Countv.  Ab’t  2  o’clock  in  the 

t/' 

P.  M.,  I  reached  there  and  found  all  in  good 
health.  We  had  an  affectionate  meeting,  and  in 
consideration  of  GOD’S  preserving  goodness  to 
us  all  since  the  time  we  had  seen  one  another 
last,  which  had  been  a  number  of  years,  raised, 
I  hope  some  gratitude  in  me,,  to  our  HEAVEN¬ 
LY  PARENT,  who  had  been  so  kind  to  us.  JMy 
bro.  JOHN  had  10  children,  to  wit:  Elizabeth, 
David,  Polly,  Amy,  Jas.,  William,  John,  Nancy, 
Herman,  and  Peter,  who  was  born  while  I  was 
out.  Continued  poorly.  Had  a  bad  cough  of  the 
Cold  that  I  had  taken.  As  both  of  my  brothers 
live  together,  I  rested  myself  there.  In  the  eve¬ 
ning,  I  walked  over  to  one  Jabaz  Jones,  who 
married  a  cousin  of  our,  the  grand-daughter  of 
my  Aunt  READ.  (5th)  Rested  at  my  BROTH¬ 
ER’S.  (6th)  Saturday  Morning.  Come  to  a 
determination  to  set  out  next  week.  I  want  to 
go  over  Nort-West  of  the  Ohio  River,  to  be  at 
the  TREATY,  if  possible,  between  our  people 
and  the  INDIANS.  Was  to  have  a  beast  of  my 
bro.  John’s.  Got  it  shod  etc.  (7th)  Sunday 
Morning.  Went  with  my  Brother  WILLIAM 
to  BUCK-RUN  MEETING-House  in  Wood¬ 
ford  Countv.” - ^‘Mv  Brother’s  buisness 

c/ 

obliged  to  return  from  here.  He  was  to  meet 
me  the  10th  instant  at  GEORGETOWN.” - 
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- Monday  Morning.  Lodged  at  bro.  Du¬ 
pree’s.  Rode  in  company  with  bro.  Dupree,  to 
Fayette  Court,  Lexington.  Saw  a  large  con¬ 
course  of  people.  (13th)  Thursday  Evening. 

Went  home  with  Elder  Elijah  Craig.” - 

^  ‘  I  visited  his  paper  manufactory.  Lie  had  been 
a  great  blessing  to  this  Country,  for  he  had  a 
paper-mill,  a  distillery,  merchant-mill,  a  tavern 
and  a  store.  Bought  a  pair  of  stockings  10/s. 
When  I  came  to  examine  this  morning,  my  horse 
had  eloped,  which  gave  me  uneasiness  because 
the  horse  belonged  to  my  bro.,  J ohn.  We  hunted 
about  but  could  not  find  him.  About  12  o’clock, 
my  bro.  WILLIAM,  came  to  me.  Now,  we  were 
all  at  a  loss.  But  I  was  taught  to  exercise  faith 
in  the  promise  that  all  things  w'ork  together  for 
good  etc.  However  we  determined  that  I  should 
stay  at  this  place  while  he  hunted  the  horse. 
(11th)  Still  at  Elder  Craig  at  GEORGETOAYN. 
I  found  he  and  his  woman  very  kind.  The 
LORD,  I  pray,  to  reward  their  Hospitality. 
About  12  o’clock,  a  certain  Benj amine  Graves 
took  my  horse  to  me  unexpectedly,  for  which  I 

had  to  give  a/s” - ^^(12th)  Friday.  Still 

at  the  same  station.  Much  afflicted  with  cold 
and  cough.” - ^‘(13th)  Saturday  Morn¬ 

ing.  Still  at  the  same  place.  My  bro.  had  not 
come,  yet.  But,  thank  GOD,  I  felt  a  resignation 
to  the  DIVINE  AVILL.  Ab’t  12  o’clock  my 
anxiety  w^as  put  an  end  to,  by  the  appearance  of 
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my  bro.  The  weather  was  showery,  and  the 
roads  very  muddy.  A  respectable  gentleman  by 

the  name  of  Withers  from - County, 

in  this  state,  on  his  way  to  Greenyille,  the  place 
where  the  treaty  was  to  be  held,  yesterday,  fell 
in  at  this  place  and  waited  for  our  Compan}^  At 
ab’t  3:30,  we  sat  out.  (14th)  Being  now  in  an 
uninhabited  part  (Sunday)  and  proyisions  not 
to  be  had  for  Man  or  Beast,  we  were  forced  to 
trayel,  and  this  day  passed  thro,  yast  bodies  of 

land  of  an  ordinary  quality.^’ - ‘‘(15th) 

Monday.  Heayy  rain  this  day.  I  felt  much  re- 
yiyed. ” - “We  pursued  our  journey  to¬ 

ward  the  North-West  Territory.  Ab’t  12 
o  ’clock,  we  reached  the  beautiful  circling  stream, 
the  Ohio,  just  below  the  mouth  of  the  Licking. 
This  is  Campbell  County.  We  crossed  oyer  to 
Cincinnati.  This  is  a  thriying  town  on  the  North 

bank  of  the  Ohio  Riyer.” - “We  fed  our 

horses  and  refreshed  ourselyes,  then  we  yisited 
the  GARRISON  of  the  U.  S.,  and  my  bro.  intro¬ 
duced  me  to  a  cleyer  young  man  of  his  acquaint¬ 
ance  by  the  name  of  Jos.  Bommer,  who  treated 

us  kindly.” - “Mr.  Stites  took  us  to  his 

father’s  that  eyening.” - “From  Cincin¬ 

nati,  it  is  5  miles.  The  town  stands  just  below 

the  mouth  of  the  little  Miami.” - ^“This 

day  we  went  up  the  Ohio,  to  the  mouth  of  the  lit¬ 
tle  Miami,  for  the  town  of  Columbia  stands  just 
below  the  mouth  of  this  riyer.” - ‘‘(^6) 
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Tuesday.  Columbia. ’ ’ - ^ ^  0^)  W ednes^ 

day.  Columbia.  This  day  at  2  o’clock  in  the 
P.  M.,  I  visited  Elder  John  Smith’s,  ab’t  one 
mile  from  this  place.  Found  him  an  exceed¬ 
ingly  respectable  bro.  He  treated  me  very  kind¬ 
ly.  My  bro.  went  with  Major  Stites  and  his  son 
to  Cincinnati  with  a  load  of  corn.  Here  I  was 
introduced  to  that  worthv  old  servant  of  God, 
Elder  Ebenezer  Ward,  now  in  his  87th  vear  of 
his  age,  who  has  been  in  the  ]Ministry  for  50 

years.” - ‘^(18)  Thursday.  Elder  Smith. 

I  was  called  upon  to  write  Elder  Ward’s  last 
Will  and  Testament.  I  felt  happy  to  oblige  the 
old  Saint.  This  business  took  up  the  greater 
part  of  the  da}^  but  after  it  was  done,  he  seemed 

much  composed. ” - ‘^(19th)  Friday.  Still 

poorly.  Much  rain  fell  today.  My  bro.  came 

from  Cincinnati.” - ‘^(20)  Saturday.  I 

was  still  poorly  in  my  bowels.  Went  this  day  to 
Columbia  to  Major  Stites.  Tarried  all  night.” 
- ‘^(21st)  Sunday.  Sat  out  for  Green¬ 
ville  at  half  after  3  o’clock.” - ‘^(22nd) 

iJonday,  after  breakfast,  we  pursued  our  jour¬ 
ney,  our  two  selves  alone,  along  a  bad  road,  to 
Fort  Hamilton,  on  the  East  Bank  of  the  Great 
Miami.  From  Tucker’s,  it  was  ab’t  12  miles. 
At  2  o’clock,  sat  out  from  there,  crossed  the 
RHer,  and  came  into  a  part  altogether  unhabited 
bv  the  ''Whites,”  to  St.  Clair’s  Ho.,  which  is 
from  the  former,  25  miles.  We  overtook  and 
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met  a  number  of  wagons  going  to  and  from 
Quarters,  which  in  some  measure  seemed  to  free 
our  minds  from  Fear,  for  several  outrages  had 
been  committed  on  the  road  not  long  since.” 

- pack-horse  master  was  also  badly 

wounded  bv  the  Indians,  and  some  others  killed 
on  tlie  Ohio,  lately,  with  a/c/  of  horses  being 
stolen,  as  was  supposed,  by  straggling  Indians, 

nnfriendlv  to  the  Treaty.” - “In  a  short 

time  we  came  to  a  5-mile  Spring,  where  some  of 
our  Hunters  had  encamped,  and  growing  hun¬ 
gry,  we  asked  them  for  something  to  eat” - 

- ‘H  cannot  sav  I  was  afraid,  but  I  must 

confess  I  felt  what  is  commonly  termed  ‘‘skit¬ 
tish” - “(23rd)  Tuesday  Morning.  In 

the  Woods.  Left  camp  about  Sunrise,  and  3  men 
joined  us  by  the  names  of  John  Duncan,  Mit¬ 
chell,  and  Terrill.  lYe  now  felt  much  more  cour- 
asreous,  but  to  mv  mortification,  I  found  the 

worst  road  I  ever  traveled.” - “However 

we  did,  with  much  ado  make  headway.  We  had 
to  stop  and  graze  our  horses  several  times  in  the 
day.  This  evening,  a  little  before  Sunset,  we 
arrived  at  Fort  Jefferson,  at  which  we  stopped. 
(24th)  Wednesday.  We  hunted  our  horses  early 
this  morning,  and  pressed  on  for  Greenville, 

head-quarters.” - “When  we  came,  they 

were  on  grand-parade.  Here  I  again  met  Dr. 
Jones,  who  insisted  that  I  was  lost,  and  indeed  I 
felt  a  good  deal  like  it  was  so,  for  being  now 
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ab’t  900  miles  from  home,  in  a  strange  place  and 
not  very  well  in  health,  seemed  discouraging  in¬ 
deed.  ” - - ^^Here  I  was  introduced  to  a 

number  of  Indian-Chief,  here  also  my  astonish¬ 
ment  was  excited,  and  my  curiosity  pleased,  to 
the  highest  degree.” - ‘^Here  I  saw  hu¬ 

man-nature  without  disguise,  unassisted  by  the 
ARTS.” - ^^Our  predecessors,  the  In¬ 

dians,  are  by  our  shackling  Christians  and  their 
brethren,  the  Priests,  looked  upon  as  Heathen, 
and  hardly  the  same  Species,  and  therefore  are 
not  entitled  even  to  human  justice.  All  of  this 
is  pretended  to  be  proved  from  the  BIBLE,  and 
when  it  will  answer  selfish  or  sinister  views,  it 
is  a  FINE  BOOK,  but  take  it  altogether,  it  is  a 
Priest-Craft,  it  is  nonsense,  it  must  be  explained. 
But  I  dare  say,  when  matters  are  nicely  scanned, 
that  these  very  Feathers  possessed  as  good  prin¬ 
ciples  and  exhibit  in  their  general  conduct  as 
much  honesty  and  humanity,  as  those  very  good 
brethren,  and  so  forth,  who  deride  them.  It  is 
true,  they  wear  no  breeches,  nor  petticoats, 
waistcoats,  hats,  gowns,  shoes,  or  stockings,  and 
pluck  up  their  beard  by  the  roots,  as  it  first  ap¬ 
peared  ,and  live  in  darkened  Cells  or  Huts  and 
subsist  on  peas,  beans,  potatoes,  tosimanonat, 

and  venison.” - ‘H^heir  paint,  beads, 

feathers,  tassels,  medals,  bandages  for  their 
arms,  legs  and  etc.  are  not  more  extraordinary 
than  is  practiced  by  our  Nymphs  and  Popes,  in 
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this  most  enlightened  and  Christian  age.  If  I 
am  not  mistaken,  thev  are  verv  kind  to  a  stran- 
ger,  and  such  a  crime  as  ‘^rape,”  has  hardly  been 
known  among  them  or  has  ever  been  committed 
on  any  of  their  female  captives,  who  have  been 
taken  by  them.  As  to  profane  Swearing,  I  am 
informed,  they  have  no  language  in  which,  they 
can  express  it  only  as  they  learn  it  of  the  AThites. 
They  are  generally  punctual  to  their  word.  In¬ 
dissoluble  in  friendship  since  they  follow  un¬ 
biased  nature  in  their  manners.  Their  language 

appears  to  me  easy  and  expressive.”- - 

‘‘But  who  provoked  them  to  these  acts  of  cruel¬ 
ty?” - “Do  they  part  man  and  wife  and 

sell  one  to  one  tribe  and  the  other  to  another? 
Do  they  whip  some  of  their  prisoners  very  se¬ 
verely  and  put  others  to  cruel  deaths?  It  must 
be  answered.  It  is  an  unhappy  case,  that  the 
white  Christ ’ns  have  provoked  them  to,  or 

learned  them  most  of  these  things.” - 

“Thev  evidentlv  are  our  predecessors  and  un- 
doubt edly  are  our  equal  and  consequently  are 
naturally  entitled  to  our  respects,  protection, 
and  assistance.  We  gladly  admit  emigrants 
from  abroad,  who  are  no  better  by  nature,  or 
practice,  than  they;  and  in  some  instances  have 
expended  sums  of  money  on  them.  Why'  not  ex¬ 
pend  a  little  money  in  settling  English  schools 
among  them  and  send  and  encourage  artifices  of 
different  kinds  to  settle  in  their  bounderies? 
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This  and  such  like  procedure,  would  answer  a 
better  purpose  toward  reforming  and  naturaliz¬ 
ing  them,  than  sending  20,000  wagon  loads  of 

Missionaries.  ’  ’ - ^  ‘  And  the  Kentuckians, 

generall.y  speaking,  were  violently  opposed  to  a 

Treaty  to  take  place  between  them.” - 

^  ‘  I  THINK  MAN  IS  MAN  IN  EVERY  CLIME, 
IN  WHATSOEVER  DRESS  OR  WHATSO¬ 
EVER  COLOR,  OR  CIRCUMSTANCE,  AND 
THAT  ALL  ARE  ALIKE  GOOD,  SUSCEP- 
TABLE  OF  KNOWLEDGE,  AND  EQUAL 
BY  NATURE,  AND  ARE  ALIKE  JUSTLY 
ENTITLED  TO  EQUAL  LIBERTY  AND 

COMMON  JUSTICE.” - ‘H  saw  at  the 

Treaty,  the  Delawares,  alias  Linappries,  Poto- 
watomys,  Miamis,  alias  Tawways,  Chippeways, 
Shaweways,  and  Wyandots  were  not  come  in. 

There  were  present,  700.” - ‘^One  to  whom 

I  was  introduced,  was  said  to  be  110  years  old 

and  appeared  hale  and  hearty.” - - ‘H  was 

surprised  at  the  subjection  and  modest}^  of  their 
women.  Time  at  present  forbides  a  longer  de¬ 
tail,  which  I  intend  to  enlarge  when  opportunity 
affords  by  way  of  notes.” - ‘‘(27th)  Sat¬ 

urday.  The  road  much  better  than  the  ones  we 
came  in  on.  This  evening  we  reached  Tucker’s 
Station,  and  we  supposed  we  traveled  this  day 
ab’t  30  miles.” - “(28th)  Sunday.  Af¬ 

ter  m’t’g,  we  dined  at  Captain  AYhite’s  after 
which  we  rode  to  Columbia  and  put  up  at  Major 
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Stites,  and  called  at  bro.  Smith’s.” - ‘‘In 

the  evening,  we  rode  to  Cincinnati  and  put  np  at 
Mr.  Cochran’s.” - “(30th)  Tuesday  Morn¬ 

ing.  Cincinnati.  We  had  come  to  a  determina¬ 
tion  to  go  from  here,  down  the  Ohio  by  Water, 
to  the  Falls  and  having  procured  a  passage  in 
a  boat  with  Mr.  Hite,  and  sundry  other  gentle¬ 
men,  vig:  Col.  Pryor,  of  Rd.,  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr. 
Heath,  Mr.  Bradshaw,  Mr.  Bobb  and  Cob’s  wait¬ 
ing-man  and  our  2  selves,  with  3  horses  on  board, 
ab’t  9  o’clock  we  let  loose,  but  was  much  im¬ 
peded  in  our  progress  by  a  strong  South-West 
Wind.” - “Ab’t  8  o’clock  A.  M.,  we  pass¬ 

ed  the  mouth  of  the  Gunpowder  Creek  coming 
in  on  the  Kentucky  side ;  a  bold  Creek  below  the 
mouth  of  the  Big-Miami.  Ab’t  9  o’clock,  4  of 
our  company  went  out  with  rifles,  and  between 
11  and  12  o’clock  they  came  in  with  2  fine 
Fawns,  of  a  part  of  which,  we  had  a  most  savory 
and  elegant  dinner,  rendered  still  more  agree¬ 
able  bv  nlentv  of  Punch.  After  which  some  of

our  company  took  our  Canoes  and  went  to  the 
Shore  and  brought  in  a  quantity  of  fine  grass 

for  our  horses.” - “The  Col.  was  so  affi- 

able  a  Man,  that  he  cursed  and  swore  in  common 
conversation  as  profanely  and  as  commonly  as 
ever  I  heard  any  one  in  all  my  acquaintances. 
Mav  I  believe,  he  does  not  know  when  he  does 
it.  I  thought  what  a  pity  it  was,  that  a  gentle¬ 
man  should  be  reduced  to  such  an  unhappy  habit. 
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Again  we  had  for  dinner,  Venison  with  plenty 
of  punch.  Ab’t  one  half  after  11  o’clock  we 
came  to  shore  immediately  below  the  mouth  of 
a  Creek  called  Bear-Grass,  against  a  pretty  well 
situated  town  of  Kentucky,  called  Louisville,  ly¬ 
ing  opposite  the  Falls,  surrounded  with  a  most 
fertile  Country.  On  the  opposite  shore,  over 
ag’t  the  before  mentioned  town,  stands  a  fortifi¬ 
cation  called  Stuehen,  just  below,  on  the  same 
side  stands  another  town  known  by  the  name  of 
Clarksville.  We  rode  thro,  what  is  called  Bear- 
Grass  settlement,  most  excellent  land,  to  Mr. 
Benj amine  Hite’s,  a  gentleman  we  came  in  with 
from  Greenville.  He  lives  from  the  Falls,  12 
miles,  who  treated  us  extremely  kind.  (4th) 
Saturday.  Ab’t  8  o’clock,  we  left  Mr.  Hite’s, 
and  set  out  for  the  County  of  Jefferson,  (my  bro. 
lives  there.)  Louisville  is  also  in  this  County.” 

- ‘‘Our  land-lady  proved  very  contrary, 

her  husband  not  being  present,  and  she  was  a 
woman  of  “Pleasure,”  tho.,  I  suppose,  she  was 
turned  40,  said  that  she  could  not  afford  to  sac¬ 
rifice  the  pleasures  of  the  day  for  anyone  or  any¬ 
thing,  not  even  for  money  itself.” - 

“  (6th)  Mercer  County.  At  my  brother’s  all  day. 

(7th)  Tuesday  Morning.  I  felt  revived.” - 

“This  is  Woodford  Court  day.  I  had  a  meeting 
at  my  brother’s  house.  By  12  o’clock  there  gath¬ 
ered  a  congregation  of  ab’t  150  people.  Being 
extremely  ill  of  cholic,  I  made  use  of  several 
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means  of  relief,  but  tbe  pain  increased.  At 
length  made  use  of  a  Tea  made  of  Butterfly 

Boot.” - ‘‘Ab’t  2  o’clock,  I  found  relief. 

I  went  home  with  Elder  George  Smith,  this  eve¬ 
ning  for  ab’t  9  miles.  He  is  a  bro.  to  Elder 
Smith  of  Prohatan.  Here  I  went  into  a  cave, 
that  is  in  Elder  Smith’s  vard.  It  is  16  or  18 
feet  below  the  surface.  The  mouth  is  small.  The 
interior  part  is  large,  walled  up  and  topped  with 
Limestone-rock,  ab’t  40  yards  in  length.  There 
is  a  very  cool,  fresh,  sweet  brook  passing  thro, 
it.  We  went  by  the  light  of  a  candle.  The  air 

was  verv  cool.  ’  ’ - ‘  ‘  There  was  water  issue- 

ing  from  the  inside  in  a  very  slow  manner,  and 
it  congealed  into  a  kind  of  a  stone,  in  the  form 
of  icicles.  At  my  return,  from  the  Subterranean 
excursion,  Ifelt  as  tho.  I  had  entered  a  stove.” 
- ‘‘As  I  am  now  leaving  the  State  of  Ken¬ 
tucky,  and  the  uninhabited  parts  thereof,  I  think 
it  a  most  suitable  place  to  drop  in  my  remarks 
concerning  this  celebrated  SPOT  of  Creation. 
As  to  the  Soil,  I  think,  that  the  Great  Creator 
endowed  it  with  every  rich  property,  in  the 
greatest  proportion  that  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Whole  U.  S.  A.  The  growth  of  these  parts  is 
Black-walnut  in  great  abundance,  vastly  large 
and  tall ;  sugar  trees,

exist,  Lvnn,  Hackberrv,  White-AYalniit,  Wild- 
Cherry,  Coffee-nut  trees,  the  Buck-eye,  with  a 
mixture  of  other  too  tedious  to  mention.  ’  ’ - 
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‘‘Abimclance  of  Beech,  White-  and  Red-Oak,  the 
largest  and  finest  I  ever  saw.  Poplar  in  great 
abundance,  without  a  doubt  as  large  and  fine  as 
ever  grew  in  the  Universe.  Shrubs  of  various 
kinds:  Wild-Spices,  Paw-paws,  Red-Buds, 

Prickly,  Ash,  and  Elder  etc.” - ‘‘The 

Graves  or  Mounds  that  are  to  be  seen  in  this  part 
of  the  country,  excited  astonishment.  Some  are 
large  in  circumference  and  raised  many  feet 
above  the  common  surface  of  the  earth.  It  ap¬ 
pears,  I  am  told,  by  the  arrangement  of  the  bones 
that  the  dead  are  buried  standing,  tier  above 
tier.  It  farther  appears  from  the  remaining 
fortifications  or  Ports,  that  are  to  be  seen,  that 
this  part  of  the  world  was  once  inhabited  by  a 
people  acquainted  with  the  ARTS  .  .  .  For  it 
seems  that  the  present  race  of  individuals  can 
not  account  for  these  things  being  done  b}^  their 
ancestors.  And  indeed,  it  is  unlikely  it  should, 
seeing  there  is  no  remaining  trace  of  the  liberal 
ARTS  among  them  at  this  day.  Then  the  ques¬ 
tion  is,  by  whom,  or  by  what  people  could  it  be 

done?”- - “Y/hether  these  things  were 

done  before  “the  universal  deluge,”  or  whether 
a  persecuted  or  any  oppressed  party  many  years 
or  ages  ago,  to  get  out  of  the  grasp  of  some  Lord¬ 
ly  Tyrant,  from  some  part  of  Asia  or  Europe, 
put  out  to  Sea,  and  at  length,  found  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi  and  ascended  the  current  to 
this  place  and  here  settled  and  perished  by  fam- 
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ine  or  pestilence,  or  what  is  the'  more  natural,

squirrels  in  IVIadison  County,  on  the  plantation 
of  Archer  Wood’s,  sometime  ah’t  the  last  of  May 
or  the  1st  of  June,  and  in  2  days,  killed  5,589 

squirrels.” - ^‘(31st)  Friday  Morning.  I 

entered  the  Wilderness.  We  proceeded,  leaving 
the  waters  of  Dick’s  R-iver  and  came  on  the 
Waters  of  Rock-Castle.  The  road  began  to  be 
13^(1  ” - ‘‘The  River  empties  into  the  Cum¬ 
berland.” - ‘‘This  day  we  crossed  a  num¬ 

ber  of  Waters  of  the  Cumberland,  taking  them 
in  rotation  from  the  Crabb  Orchard,  are  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Dick’s  river,  Skegg’s  Creek,  Rock-Castle, 
Hazel-Patch,  Racoon-Creek,  Laurel  River,  Rac¬ 
oon-Spring,  Lincamp  Creek,  Richland  Creek, 
Stinky  Creek,  Flat  Lick,  Cumberland  River, 
Charles,  Yellow  Creek,  Powell’s  Creek,  Russell’s 
Creek,  Sycamore  Creek,  Clinch  Creek,  Indian 
Creek,  and  others.  This  brought  us  out  on 
this  side  of  Clinch  Mountain;  then  German 
Creek,  Poor-valley  Creek,  Cancy  Creek,  and 
Big-Creek,  all  are  waters  of  Holston,  which  is 
the  Tenn.  River” - ‘‘(1st)  August,  1795. 
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Started  very  early.  Road  desperate.” - 

‘‘In  the  evening,  reached  Daniel’s,  on  the  Cum¬ 
berland  River.  (2nd)  Sunday  Morning.  Had 
to  swim  our  horses  at  a  good  risk.  At  length, 
got  over  safely.  Crossed  Yellow  Creek.  Came 

to  Davis’s.” - “We  still  pursued  our  route 

across  the  mountain  which  led  us  through  a 
small  corner  of  Virginia,  into  Lee’s  County  in 
Powell’s  valley,  thence  into  the  ceded  territory, 
Hawkins  County.  In  the  evening,  crossed  Pow¬ 
ell’s  river  in  a  boat.  (Cumberland  River  and 
Tenn.  River  are  both  waters  of  the  Ohio.)  (3rd)

(7th)  Friday.  Crossed  the  North  fork  of  the 
Holston,  near  the  Ross  Iron  Works.” - “I 
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rode  and  put  up  at  Mr.  Lewis  Pitt’s.,  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Ya.” - ^^(8th)  Saturday 

Morning.  Rode  to  Abingdon,  AYasliington 

County  Court  House.” - ^‘(9th)  Sunday. 

Hot  and  threatening  more  rain.” - 

‘‘Shortly  after  I  crossed  the  middle  fork  of  the 
Holston.  Shortly  after  I  crossed  the  South 
fork.” - — “I  continued  still  to  pursue  to¬ 

ward  the  head  thereof.  The  wav  leads  to  Flour-

Gap.  I  reached,  this  evening,  the  celebrated 
Blue-Spring.” - “Blue-Spring  makes  Crip¬ 

ple  Creek.  I  put  up  at  Mr.  Lassley’s,  AYythe 

County  ’  ’ - ‘  ‘  ( 10th )  JMonday  Morning. 

Put  out  early.  Come  to  and  passed  the  Iron 
Mountain,  a  most  lofty  ridge.  This  led  me  into 

Gravson  Countv.” - “Got  this  evening  to 

Jones’s  Ford  on  the  New  River.” - “  (11th) 

Tuesday.  Rode  on  a  while;  stopped  to  get  a 
mouthful  of  b’kf ’t.,  and  met  a  kind  old  man  and 
Woman.  His  name  was  Evan  Lewis.  Thev 

t/ 

were  Quakers.  I  ate  a  variety  bread,  milk,  and 
butter,  which  had  been  my  main  support  since  I 
came  through  the  wilderness.  I  offered  to  pay 
them,  but  thev  would  receive  nothing.  I  take 
notice  that  these  people  will  be  kind,  find  them 
where  one  will.  Ab’t  10  o’clock,  I  reached  Flour- 
Gap,  from  whence  I  had  a  delightfull  prospect. 
I  descended  the  Steep,  which  is  ab’t  one  mile  and 
a  half  from  the  ut’most  verge  to  the  foot  of  the 
j\[ountain.  This  led  me  through  a  corner  of  Pat- 
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rick  County,  Ya.  Here  some  of  the  head-waters 
of  the  Yadkin  gush  from  the  roots  of  this  Moun¬ 
tain.  From  Jones’s  Ford,  15  miles,  (to  the 
Gap).  In  a  few  minutes,  I  entered  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  Surry  County.  Stopped  to  feed  at  Francis 
MacGraw’s,  on  this  side  of  the  Gap.  10  miles. 
Traveled  afterwards  to  Mr.  Drury  Magee’s.

Some  appearance  of  Fair  Weather,  but  I  am  as 
vet,  water-bound.  Ab’t  4  o’clock.  Mv  bro ’s 
children  are :  William,  John,  Hiram,  Elizabeth, 
Nancy,  and  Mehallah.  My  bro.  came  home.” 

- ^‘Ab’t  9  o’clock,  left  my  bro.,  a  distance 

of  ab’t  8  or  9  miles.  The  Wind  had  become  much 
more  severe  than  it  was  at  my  bro.’s.  Ab’t  11 
or  12  o’clock  it  faired  away.  (15th)  Saturday. 
I  passed  through  Stokes  County,  N  Carolina,  at 
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the  setting  of  the  Sun.  I  felt  much  revived  in 
body  and  mind  for  I  seemed  as  though  I  had  got¬ 
ten  into  my  own  neighborhood.  Rode  this  day 

35  miles.  I  reached  my  hro.  MOSES.” - 

‘‘I  sent  word  to  MY  FATHER  that  I  was  come 
to  mv  hro.  ’s.  He  came  earlv  to  see  me.  W e  went

to  the  Meeting-House.  This  evening,  I  went  to 
MY  FATHER’S.  I  had  a  most  affectionate 
meeting  with  my  Father,  brother,  and  I.  Rode 
this  day  9  miles.

Alexander  Barrow 

Alexander  Barrow,  who  called  Clark  Wood- 
rof f  a  ‘  ‘  damned  rascal,  ’  ’  and  thus  set  in  a  series 
of  events  which  led  to  the  near-duel  at  Pinckney- 
ville,  was  born  near  Nashville,  Tennessee,  on 
March  27, 1801.  Thus  he  and  his  friend,  John  B. 
Dawson,  were  neighbors  before  they  came  to 
Louisiana.  There  was  but  little  difference  in 
their  ages,  Barrow  being  the  younger.  Alex¬ 
ander  Barrow’s  father  was  Willie  Barrow  who 
emigrated  from  North  Carolina  to  Tennessee  in 
1795,  and  settled  near  Nashville,  when  he  be¬ 
came  a  prominent  and  successful  planter.  His 
mother  was  Jane  Green,  his  father’s  first  wife. 

At  the  age  of  15  years  he  was  appointed  to  the 
United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point, 
New  York,  which  he  attended  from  1816  to  1818.

Alexander  Barrow,  of  near  Nashville,  Tennessee.  Born  March  7,  1801. 
Died  December  25,  1846.  He  was  a  resident  of  West  Baton  Rouge, 
Louisiana. 


Home  of  William  Ruffin  Barrow 

William  Ruffin  Barrow,  St.  Francisville,  Louisiana.  Born  December 
21,  1800.  Died  March  22,  1862. 
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After  leaving  the  Academy,  he  studied  law  in 
Nashville,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  there  in 
1822.  He  later  moved  to  Louisiana  and  being  a 
new-comer”  in  these  parts,  he  became  em¬ 
broiled  in  the  stirring  political  controversy.  He 
gave  up  the  practice  of  law  and  devoted  his  at¬ 
tention  to  planting,  owning  the  ‘^Homestead” 
and  the  ‘‘Barrowza”  plantation,  the  latter  lo¬ 
cated  near  Port  Allen,  in  West  Baton  Parish. 

Alexander  Barrow  married  Mary  Ann  Bar- 
row,  daughter  of  Bartholomew  Barrow  and  his 
second  wife,  Beththier  Brantly,  who  came  to  Lou¬ 
isiana  in  1820  from  North  Carolina.  Alexander 
Barrow  and  Mary  Ann  were  the  parents  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Barrow,  Jr.,  Willie  Macajah  Barrow  and 
Jane  Barrow. 

In  1840,  Barrow,  a  staunch  Whig,  was  elected 
a  U.  S.  senator  from  Louisiana. 

Senator  Barrow  left  Washington  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  December  24,  1846,  for  a  short  visit  to  Bal¬ 
timore,  Maryland.  He  was  suddenly  taken  ill 
on  Christmas  Day  while  a  guest  at  Barnum  Ho¬ 
tel  in  that  city.

William  Ruffin  Barrow 

William  Ruffin  Barrow,  born  December  21, 
1800,  was  the  son  of  William  Barrow,  Jr.  and 
Pheraby  Hillard.  He  had  the  distinction  of  be¬ 
ing  the  first  child  born  to  the  Barrow  family  in 
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Louisiana.  He  married  Olivia  Ruffin  Barrow, 
born  April,  1806,  died  June  1, 1857.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  his  uncle,  Bennett  Barrow,  and 
Martha  Hill.  William  R.  Barrow  and  Olivia 
Ruffin  Barrow  had  six  children:  Rosalie, 
Amanda,  Martha,  William  Ruffin,  Jr.,  Olivia, 
Eleanor  E.  and  William  Ruffin. 

William  Ruffin  Barrow  was  noted  as  a  fi¬ 
nancial  genius,  and  was  probably  the  wealthiest 
of  the  well-to-do  members  of  the  Barrow  familv 
in  Louisiana.  He  built  the  Great  Greenwood 
plantation  home  in  1830.  It  is  one  of  the  finest 
examples  of  Colonial  days  in  all  Louisiana. 
Built  over  a  hundred  years  ago,  it  stands  on  a 
high  bluff  a  few  miles  from  St.  Francisville. 
This  majestic  house  is  one  hundred  feet  square. 
Huge  pillars  flank  the  galleries  which  complete¬ 
ly  surround  its  stately  elegance  on  all  four  sides. 
The  woodwork  of  Greenwood  house  was  built  in 
the  Xorth  and  shipped  to  Louisiana.  The  plan¬ 
tation  surrounding  the  Greenwood  house,  orig¬ 
inally  contained  12,000  acres,  and  800  slaves 
were  once  quartered  on  the  place.  It  boasts  of 
a  race  track  of  far  reaching  fame,  and  fox-hunt¬ 
ing  was  a  great  sport  of  the  host  and  his  guests. 
Greenwood  is  today  owned  by  Frank  Perc}-. 
William  Ruffin  Barrow  died  March  22,  1862, 
and  was  buried  in  the  familv  cemeterv  near  the 

t/ 

home.  William  Barrow,  the  male  ancestor,  lived 
in  Edgecombe  County,  North  Carolina.  He  was 
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at  one  time  sheriff  at  Tarborongh,  and  being  a 
cripple,  prevented  him  from  service  in  the  Rev- 
olutionarv  War.  On  Jnlv  8,  1760,  he  was  mar- 
ried  to  Olivia  Ruffin,  daughter  of  Robert  Ruf¬ 
fin  and  Anne  Bennett.  They  were  the  parents 
of  six  sons  and  three  daughters.  He  died  at  his 
homestead  near  Enfield,  Halifax  County,  North 
Carolina,  on  Januaiy  27,  1787. 

Olivia  Ruffin  Barrow,  now  a  widow,  came 
with  her  three  grown  sons,  her  daughters,  and 
little  grandchildren,  from  North  Carolina,  in 
covered  wagons,  via  Tennessee  to  Louisiana,  and 
settled  the  estate  called,  today,  Highland” 
plantation.  She  died  April  2,  1803.  The  chil¬ 
dren  of  William  Barrow  and  Olivia  Ruffin 
were:  William,  Robert,  William,  Jr.,  Bartholo¬ 
mew,  Anne,  IMary,  Sarah,  Ruffin,  Bennett,  and 
this  takes  the  Barrows  up  to  the  third  genera¬ 
tion. 


Genealogy  of  Alexander  Barrow 

Alexander  Barrow  was  born  near  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  on  March  27,  1801,  the  son  of  Willie 
Barrow  and  his  first  wife,  Jane  Green. 

Willie  Barrow,  a  young  man  aged  25  years, 
emigrated  from  North  Carolina  to  Tennessee  in 
1795,  and  settled  near  Nashville,  where  he  be¬ 
came  a  prominent  and  successful  planter.  He 
was  born  July  24,  1770,  and  died  June  7,  1825, 
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as  attested  by  the  tombstone  marking  his  grave. 
He  was  married  first  to  Jane  Greene,  of  Ken¬ 
tucky,  probably  from  Covington,  as  they  visited 
relatives  there.  Jane  Green  died  in  Virginia 
when  her  daughter  was  born.  After  her  death, 
Willie  Barrow  married  second  to  Ann  H.  Beck, 
who  was  born  Jidy  27,  1789,  and  died  August 
6,  1831.  Willie  Barrow  and  his  second  wife  are 
buried  in  a  cemetery  in  or  near  Nashville,  Ten¬ 
nessee. 

Willie  Barrow  and  Jane  Green  were  the  par¬ 
ents  of  three  children :  Alexander  Barrow,  Da¬ 
vid,  Jane  Ann  Barrow. 

Willie  Barrow  and  Ann  H.  Beck  had  four 
children:  George  Washington  Barrow,  Willie 
Macajah  Barrow,  Albert  G.  Barrow,  John  E. 
Barrow.  Alexander  Barrow  married  MARY 
ANN  BARROW,  sister  of  David  Barrow,  and 
she  was  the  daughter  of  Bartholomew  Barrow 
(1766-1852),  and  his  second  wife  Beththier 
Brantley  (1777-1843)  who  came  to  Louisiana  in 
1820  from  North  Carolina.  Bartholomew  Bar- 
row  was  the  last  one  of  his  immediate  family  to 
move  to  Louisiana,  as  he  had  been  preceded  to 
West  Feliciana  by  his  mother,  OLIVIA  RUE- 
FIN  (died  1803),  widow  of  William  Barrow 
(died  1787),  and  his  brothers,  William,  Bennett, 
Robert,  and  Ruffin,  as  well  as  his  sisters,  Ann, 
Sarah,  and  Mary,  all  of  whom  (except  Bennett 
who  followed  in  1816)  journey  in  covered  wa- 
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gons  from  Edgcombe  County,  North  Carolina, 
via  Tennessee  and  Natchez,  Mississippi,  to  Feli¬ 
ciana  in  1798,  where  they  settled,  taking  out 
SPANISH  grants  and  soon  began  the  erection 
of  the  FIRST  BARROW  HOME  IN  LOUI¬ 
SIANA,  ‘Mocust  Grove,”  which  is  now  known 
as  ‘‘HIGHLAND  PLANTATION.” 

Alexander  and  Mary  Ann  Barrow,  were  the 
parents  of  three  children:  Alexander  II,  Wil¬ 
lie  Macajah  and  Jane  Barrow. 

Alexander  II  married  Effie  Cockerell,  and 
they  had  one  son,  Alexander  III.  Willie  Maca¬ 
jah  Barrow  married  Martha  Pilcher  and  had 
three  children:  Merritt  Barrow,  Nannie  Bar- 
row  and  Radcliff  Barrow.  Jane  Barrow  mar¬ 
ried  Thomas  G.  Sparks  and  they  had  the  follow¬ 
ing:  Willie  Sparks,  Isabele,  Tom,  Mary  Elea¬ 
nor,  Effie,  Mattie,  Jane,  Lise  and  Lou  Gale 
Sparks. 

Alexander  Barrow’s  brother,  David  Barrow, 
married  and  had  a  son,  David  N.  Barrow,  and  a 
grandson,  David  N.  Barrow  II,  who  lived  at 
Plaquemine,  Louisiana. 

Alexander  Barrow’s  sister,  Jane  Ann  Bar- 
row,  married  Judge  Henry  Crabb,  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  Tennessee.  They  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  three  children :  Henry  Alexander  Crabb, 
Jane  Ann  Crabb,  and  Mary  Eleanor  Crabb. 
Mary  Eleanor  Crabb  married  Robert  James 
Barrow  I,  of  “Rosebank”  plantation.  West  Fel- 
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iciana,  Louisiana.  Their  son,  Robert  James  Bar- 
row  II,  married  Sarah  Louise  Barrow,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Col.  Robert  Hillard  and  Marv  Eliza  Bar- 

t 

row,  the  latter  a  daughter  of  David  Barrow,  of 
‘‘Afton  Villa,”  whose  sister,  Mary  Ann  Barrow, 
was  the  wife  of  Hon.  Alexander  Barrow. 

The  writer  believes  that  Willie  Barrow,  ances¬ 
tor  of  these  Tennessee  Barrows,  who  left  Horth 
Carolina  in  1795,  WAS  RELATED  bv  BLOOD 
to  William  Barrow,  ancestor  of  the  Louisiana 
Barrows,  whose  widow  and  children  came  from 
North  Carolina  about  the  same  time. 

‘‘Rosedown” 

‘‘Daniel  Turnbull  and  his  wife  built  “Rose- 
down”  Plantation  home  in  1835.  It  is  the  pres¬ 
ent  day  “show-place”  of  St.  Erancisville,  and 
has  been  made  the  subject  of  many  complimen¬ 
tary  write-ups  in  both  press  and  books.  “Rose- 
down”  has  an  enviable  name  for  all  is  magnifi¬ 
cence  all  over  the  countrv.  It  is  considered  bv 
many  to  have  the  most  beautiful  garden  in  Loui¬ 
siana.  While  its  mansion  was  built  on  a  large 
scale  and  lavish  in  its  designs  and  appointments, 
the  gardens  of  “Rosedown”  are  of  the  loveliest 
in  America.  It  was  laid  out  bv  a  French  land- 
scape  architect  while  the  house  was  being  built. 
Leading  np  through  the  great  garden  is  an 
avenue  of  huge  live-oak  trees,  interspersed 
among  which  are  many  classic  statues,  imported 
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from  Italy.  These  marble  statues  represent  on 
one  side,  the  seasons:  ‘^Spring,”  Summer,” 
Autumn,”  and  ^‘Winter”  and  on  the  other 
side,  the  continents.  The  principle  Greek  Gods, 
and  Goddesses  are  there.  One  representing 
‘‘America”  is  a  delightful  conceit — an  Indian 
girl  with  stone  feathers  in  her  hair.” 

(This  place  “Rosedown”  was  designed  and 
built  by  a  relative  of  the  “Louisiana  Barrows.”)

In  the  year  1684,  PAUL  KUSTER,  a  farmer 
and  a  mason  b}^  occupation,  his  wife,  Gertrude 
Steypers  Kuster,  a  natiye  of  Kaldenkirchen  in 
the  Rheinland,  with  their  children,  Arnold,  Her¬ 
manns,  Johannes  (and  Eliza)  emigrated  from 
Crefeld,  Germany,  along  with  twenty-eight 
other  emigrants  from  Crefeld  and  other  neigh- 
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boring  towns,  and  settled  at  Germantown,  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

These  families  formed  the  second  German 
colony  who  settled  at  Germantown,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  The  first  colony  of  thirteen  families 
landed  at  Philadelphia,  October  6,  1683.  They 
were  Mennonites  and  were  under  the  leadership 
of  Franz  Daniel  Pastorius,  who  was.  both  their 
pastor  and  school-teacher. 

The  church  organization  founded  by  these 
German  emigrants  is  still  in  existence.  It  rec¬ 
ords  at  Communion,  Arnold  and  Hermanns  Kus- 
ter,  under  the  date  of  May  23,  1708. 

The  first  church  building  in  Germantown, 
a  log  structure  erected  about  1700,  was  torn 
down  and  replaced  with  a  stone  building  in  1770. 
The  old  stone  church  is  still  standing  and  is  still 
used  as  a  place  of  worship  by  the  Mennonites. 

The  225  anniversary  of  the  first  settlement  at 
Germantown  was  celebrated  October  6, 1908,  and 
a  monument  erected  there  bearing  the  names  of 
the  heads  of  families  who  occupied  and  com¬ 
prised  the  first  colony.

The 
poor  educational  facilities  of  the  18th  century 
in  the  Colonies  were  spoken  of  in  history,  in  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  seeming  illiteracy  of  many  of 
the  people,  especially  the  females,  in  signing 
wills  and  deeds  with  their  mark.

JOHN  PETERSON  was  a  Quaker  and  be¬ 
longed  to  the  United  Brethren  Church  and 
his  father  was  a  Virginian,  and  located  in 
Ohio  when  it  was  a  wilderness,  and  he  reared 
five  sons  and  two  daughters.

The  following  is  a  letter  received  by  Mrs.  Al¬ 
bert  S.  Johnson,  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in 
answer  to  an  inquiry : 

^‘History  of  a  Pioneer  Family  Crossing  the 
Plains  in  a  Covered  Wagon” 

My  father,  Peter  Peterson,  was  born  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  Ohio,  Oct.  13,  1839,  and  lived 
there  until  he  was  19,  when  he  went  to  Blooming¬ 
ton,  Ind.,  and  there  lived  with  his  Uncle,  Gam- 
inel  Peterson,  who  owned  a  saw -mill,  where  he 
went  to  work. 

My  mother,  Elizabeth  Jane  W ard,  was  born  in 
Williamsburg,  Indiana  (Johnson  County),  Aug. 
10,  1841.  Her  parents  moved  to  Bloomington, 
Ind.,  when  she  w^as  about  14  years  old,  where  she 
lived  until  she  was  married  to  my  father  on  Dec. 
27,  1860.  Soon  afterward,  the  young  couple 
moved  to  Bement,  Ill.  (Platt  County). 
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On  April  10th,  1862,  their  first  child  was  born, 
Charles  Rufus,  named  after  his  two  grand¬ 
fathers. 

When  the  baby  was  a  week  old,  my  father  left 
for  California,  with  all  their  belongings,  in  a 
covered  wagon  drawn  by  a  span  of  mules,  leav¬ 
ing  my  mother  to  join  him  two  weeks  later  with 
the  baby  and  her  personal  belongings,  at  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  the  western  terminal  of  the  rail¬ 
road.  On  May  1st,  1862,  she  started  West,  the 
roads  being  so  muddy  she  was  obliged  to  ride  the 
three  on  horseback,  carrying  the  baby  and  1 
carpet-bag,  while  a  neighbor  kindly  rode  with 
her  carrying  her  other  two  bags.  Her  trip  to 
Des  Moines  by  train  was  uneventful,  where  she 
met  as  per  agreement,  her  husband,  who  had  as¬ 
sembled  a  large  train  of  Overland  Emigrants, 
consisting  of  one  hundred  Wagons,  drawn  by 
Mules,  horses,  cows  and  oxen,  to  be  strung  out 
in  this  order,  to  facilitate  their  travel. 

They  started  West,  traveling  only  a  few  miles 
each  day  and  camping  each  night  where  they 
found  water  and  feed  for  stock,  crossed  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Diver  on  ferry  and  traveled  for  weeks  up 
the  Platte  River  to  a  place  on  the  North  Pork 
where  there  was  a  ford  and  Indian  guides  to  dir¬ 
ect  them  across,  to  avoid  the  quicksands.  The 
bank  of  the  River  was  cut  down  so  they  could 
approach  the  water  and  with  logs  lashed  to  the 
wheels  on  either  side  of  the  wagon  to  keep  it 
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afloat  and  an  Indian  on  horseback  leading  the 
team  by  the  bridle,  they  swam  down  stream  to  a 
place  prepared  on  the  opposite  side  where  they 
could  pull  out.  It  was  several  days  before  they 
all  crossed  the  ford  in  safety,  with  the  loss  of  one 
mule,  whose  hobbles  they  had  forgotten  to  re¬ 
move  in  the  confusion,  and  he  was  drowned. 

From  here  along  the  route  West,  the  Indians 
were  reported  troublesome,  but  seldom  attacked 
the  larger  trains  of  Emigrants.  However,  they 
took  no  chance  of  being  surprised  and  kept  a  con¬ 
stant  guard  at  night,  chosen  from  members  of 
their  party,  and  they  formed  a  circle  with  their 
Wagons,  which  were  used  as  a  coral  for  their 
stock. 

After  leaving  the  Missouri  River  they  heard 
no  news  from  the  States  except  what  was 
shouted  to  them  by  the  Pony  Express  Rider,  as 
they  halted  and  stood  at  attention. 

Those  were  stirring  times,  as  war  with  the 
South  was  in  progress  and  the  news  of  each  bat¬ 
tle  was  eagerly  sought. 

The  wagon  had  an  upper  deck  where  the  beds 
and  bedding  were  kept  and  below  was  a  small 
sheet-iron  stove,  with  provisions  consisting  of 
bacon,  flour,  rice,  sugar,  tea,  coffee,  beans,  dried 
fruit,  as  it  was  before  the  day  of  canned  goods. 
Occasionally  one  of  the  party  would  kill  a  buf¬ 
falo  out  of  the  many  herds  that  stampeded  along 
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the  route  rolling  up  clouds  of  dust  that  darkened 
the  sun  till  they  passed  on. 

There  was  little  wood  on  the  plains  and  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  cooking  was  done  by  using  the  dry 
'‘buffalo  Chips”  for  fuel,  picked  up  and  sacked 
each  dav  on  the  route  of  travel. 

One  dav  a  team  ran  awav  and  their  wa2:on 
tongue  punched  a  hole  through  the  little  sheet- 
iron  stove  in  the  back  of  the  wagon  and  ruined  it, 
so  from  then  on  all  the  cooking  was  done  over  a 
camp-fire,  which  with  the  fuel  used,  was  so  dis¬ 
tasteful  to  mv  Mother,  that  in  after  life  she  had 
little  desire  for  camping.  They  traveled  on  day 
after  day  over  cut-up  trails,  crossing  rocks,  ra- 
Aunes  and  encountering  hail,  rain  and  dust 
storms,  the  latter  frightening  the  animals  so  that 
a  man  had  to  stand  at  the  head  of  each  until  it 
subsided. 

Occasionallv  thev  met  a  few  Indians,  and  one 
day  when  they  stopped  at  the  noon  hour  to  rest 
and  wait  for  the  wagons  behind  to  catch  up,  a 
small  band  on  horse-back  rode  up,  seeming  to 
size  up  the  Emigrant  train.  One  of  these  In¬ 
dians  was  noticed  to  be  wearing  women’s  slioes, 
which  looked  very  strange  and  suspicious. 

The  next  day  they  camped  early  on  a  stream 
%vhcre  some  Emigrant  wagons  had  burned,  and 
as  one  of  the  party  had  worn-out  tires,  they  de¬ 
cided  to  lay  over  and  replace  them  with  bett(‘r 
ones  from  those  found.  After  thev  had  dinner, 

t.  ' 
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some  of  the  young  ladies  in  the  party  strolled 
up  the  stream  to  pick  wild  currants  and  while 
leaning  dowm  to  get  a  drink,  one  of  them  dis¬ 
covered  a  HUMAN  foot  protruding  from  the 
water.  They  ran  back  to  camp,  and  notified  the 
men,  who  went  back  with  them  and  pulled  out 
of  the  water  nude  bodies  of  four  adults  and  8 
children. 

There  was  no  way  of  identifying  them,  so  they 
dug  one  big  grave,  wrapped  them  in  sheets  do¬ 
nated  bv  members  of  the  train  and  buried  them. 

ty 

Many  people,  no  doubt,  disappeared  in  this  way, 
on  their  way  to  California  and  were  never  heard 
from  again. 

They  traveled  on,  da}^  after  day,  following  the 
deep-cut  crooked  trail,  through  the  Territories 
of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  into  Oregon,  crossing 
the  Snake  River  by  swimming  stock  hitched  to 
wagons,  as  they  did  crossing  the  Platte  River. 

Finallv  the  trail  forked  and  some  went  North 

c/ 

to  the  Mines  at  Jacksonville,  Oregon,  and  the 
others  pressed  on  to  California,  crossing  north¬ 
ern  Nevada  and  the  Black-rock  desert  to  Susan- 
ville,  Lassen  County,  California,  where  my  fath¬ 
er  decided  to  stop,  after  being  on  the  Road  just 
5  months  in  a  wagon.  He  sold  his  Mules  and  out¬ 
fit  and  went  to  work  in  a  harvest-field  for  a  Mr. 
Schaeffer,  after  which  he  ran  a  saw-mill  for  tlie 
same  man  in  Indian  Valley,  near  Greenville, 
Plumas  Count}^,  California,  for  18  months,  when 
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he  decided  to  set  out  again  to  look  for  a  ranch  so 
he  could  farm  and  raise  cattle.  He  bought  an 
ox-team,  wagon,  farming  utensiles  and  a  few 
milk-cows  and  traveled  about  100  miles  North 
and  located  on  a  ranch  to  suite  him,  in  the  North 
End  of  Surprise  Valley  in  the  North-east  corner 
of  the  State  which  was  then  Siskiyou  County, 
now,  l^Iodoc  County,  California.  From  time  to 
time  he  added  several  adjoining  claims  to  his 
Ranch,  which  is  still  owned  and  opperated  by 
his  sons  and  grand-sons.

Petersons  came  from  Virginia  into  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  then  to  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  near  Sal¬ 
ine  ville.

It  is  still 
owned  by  her  kin.

Thomas  contracted  a 
disease  in  the  war ;  starting  home,  he  got  no  far¬ 
ther  than  Louisville,  Kentuck}^  when  he  died 
and  was  buried  there.  According  to  the  Monroe 
county  book  at  the  Indiana  State  Library, 
Thomas  Peterson  was  the  husband  of  Marv  Ciis-

ter,  and  wms  in  the  10th  cavalry  and  originally 
they  came  from  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio.

My  Dear  Mrs.  J ohnson : 

I  am  perhaps  the  eldest  member  of  the  genera¬ 
tion  of  Petersons  in  this  part  of  Virginia.  My 
information  concerning  the  origin  of  the  family 
is  notable  for  its  meagerness. 

My  grandfather  Peterson  was,  as  I  have  al¬ 
ways  understood,  an  orphan,  originally  residing 
in  Chesterfield  County,  Va.,  who  may  have  come 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Edinburg  Scotland. 
The  name  is  patromunic  and  abound,  I  pre¬ 
sume,  in  the  lowlands  of  Scotland,  as  do  “John¬ 
son,”  “Joshson,”  etc. 

I  am,  as  you  suggest,  not  particularly  inter¬ 
ested  in  pedigrees  or  lineage  and  have  made  lit¬ 
tle  or  no  effort  to  explore  my  antecedents. 

My  family  is  identified  with  the  South-Side 
Virginia,  in  the  vicinity  of  Petersburg.  John 
Peterson  is  not  an  unfamiliar  name.  I  think  I 
have  seen  some  records  of  this  name  in  Prince 
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George  County,  which  is  a  County  adjacent  to 
Petersburg.  I  know  of  no  scion  in  my  stock, 
who  was  a  migrant  to  West  Virginia.  The  fam¬ 
ily  seemed  fixed  in  the  neighborhood  of  Peters¬ 
burg  through  the  generations,  incurious  and  con¬ 
tent  to  dwell  on  the  ^‘native  heath.” 

The  name  appears  in  Surry  County,  which  is 
contigeous  to  Prince  George  County. 

I  know  of  another  family  by  the  name  of 
Peterson  also  resident  in  Petersburg,  but  with 
which  I  have  no  connection,  so  far  as  I  am  aware. 

The  name  is  also  prevalent  in  North  Carolina. 
Indeed,  I  apprehend,  that  it  is  of  frequent  oc¬ 
cur  ance  throughout  the  United  States.  Strange 
to  say,  I  know  of  a  negro  of  the  name  in  the 
county Tn  which  I  live,  Brunswick,  who  has  my 
initials. 

There  are  one  or  two  families  of  Barrows  in 
County. 

I  may  say  that  I  have  never  heard  of  any  con¬ 
nections  of  the  Petersons  with  either  the  Bar- 
rows,  the  Randolphs  or  Daniels. 

Daniels,  b}^  the  way,  is  quite  a  common  name 
in  Brunswick,  where  the  family  is  numerous. 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  any 
compilative  writings  of  the  older  Petersons.

DANIEL  BARROW,  the  great,  great  grand¬ 
father  of  GRACE  BARROW  JOHNSON  (Mrs. 
Albert  S.  Johnson),  was  born  December  8,  1757 
in  Brunswick  county,  Virginia,  and  died  Novem¬ 
ber  8, 1837,  age  79  years  and  11  months.  He  was 
married  to  Hannah  Stone  in  May  of  1783.  She 
was  born  August  6,  1764  and  died  August  19, 
1834,  being  70  years  and  13  days  old. 

He  served  in  the  American  Revolutionary 
War,  and  enlisted  at  the  age  of  ‘H8”  while  in 
reality  he  was  sixteen.  His  pension  number  was 
S.  32104.  While  living  in  Brunswick  county, 
Virginia,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  spring  of 
1776  and  served  three  months  as  private  in  Capt. 
Williamson’s  Company.  While  living  in  North 
Carolina,  he  enlisted  in  1779  and  served  13 
months  as  private  in  Captain  Hill’s,  Francis 
Tartanson’s  and  Bradley’s  Companies  and  un- 
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der  Col.  James  Hogan’s  North  Carolina  Regi¬ 
ment.  He  served  three  or  five  davs  at  the  time 
of  the  Battle  of  Guilford  and  was  in  that  battle. 
He  mentions  his  brother,  Rev.  David  Barrow,  in 
his  war  record. 

After  the  war,  he  lived  in  Surry  county.  North 
Carolina,  thence  to  Knox  county,  Tennessee,  and 
from  there  to  Wavne  coimtv,  Kentucky,  and  fi- 
nally  to  Jackson  county,  Illinois,  where  he  died. 
(Information  from  United  States  War  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Mrs.  Estella  Felton,  of  2949  Eastwood 
Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois,  who  is  a  direct  rela¬ 
tive  of  Daniel  Barrow  and  belongs  to  D.  A.  R.)

Library.) 

His  grandfather,  James  Barrow,  was  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  and  took  part  in  the  battles 
of  Brandywine  and  Germantown,  fighting  near 
New  York,  and  later  in  the  company  in  the 
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South.  His  last  wife  and  the  mother  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  was  Patience  Crenshaw,  of  Virginia.  The 
grandfather  of  James  Barrow,  Thomas  Barrow, 
was  horn  in  Lancashire,  England,  and  emigrated 
to  Virginia,  in  1680,  settling  the  Northern  Neck 
of  Virginia.  He  afterwards  removed  to  what  is 
now  known  as  Southampton  county,  Virginia. 
Pope  Barrow,  after  a  good  elementary  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  schools  of  his  native  county,  attend¬ 
ed  the  LLiiversity  of  Georgia.  Then  he  entered 
the  Confederate  Army,  as  a  lieutenant,  and  was 
taken  prisoner  near  the  close  of  the  war,  when 
he  was  a  captain  and  aid  on  the  staff  of  Major 
General  Howell  Cobh.  He  had  been  a  member 
of  the  legislature  of  Georgia;  a  member  of  the 
constitutional  convention  of  Georgia  in  1877, 
and  of  the  Luiited  States  Senate,  having  been 
elected  to  the  Senate  by  the  Georgia  legislature 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Hon.  B.  H.  Hill. 

Mr.  Barrow  had  been  twice  married,  first  in 
March,  1867  to  Sarah  Church  Craig,  daughter  of 
Col.  Lewis  Stevenson  Craig,  of  the  IJ.  S.  Army ; 
she  died  in  1881  leaving  five  children.  Secondly, 
in  1881,  to  Cornelia  Augusta,  daughter  of  Henry 
S.  R.  Jackson.

Daniel  Barrow,  the  man  from  Torn’s  Creek, 
Surry  county,  North  Carolina,  who  was  born  in 
1757,  and  married  HANNAH  STONE,  horn 
1764,  August  6 ;  died  August  19,  1834. 

(From  a  book  called  ‘‘Notable  Southern  Fam¬ 
ilies”  by  Armstrong.)  : 

“William  Stone  was  born  in  England,  North- 
hampshire,  in  1603.  He  was  the  nephew  of 
TH0:MAS  stone  of  that  shire.  In  1648,  he 
immigrated  from  England  to  Virginia,  and  set¬ 
tled  on  the  eastern  shore,  near  Hunger  Creek, 
and  was  called  Capt.  William  Stone.  In  the 
same  year,  1648,  he  negotiated  the  removal  of 
non-conformists,  like  himself,  from  Virginia  to 
Maryland  and  in  August,  1648,  was  appointed 
Deputy  Governor  of  the  colony  of  Maryland,  by 
Lord  Baltimore,  the  Lord  Proprietor  and  Gov¬ 
ernor.  He  married  in  England,  probably  before 
his  emigration,  and  had  at  least  two  sons  of 
whom  we  know,  namely:  JOHN  and  DAVID. 

David,  the  second  son  of  the  emigrant  and 
Colonel  Governor,  married  Elizabeth  Jenifer, 
daughter  of  Dr.  Daniel  Jenifer,  and  had  chil¬ 
dren,  Michael  Jenifer  Stone,  John  Hopkins 
Stone  (Governor  of  Maryland),  Thomas  Stone 
(the  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence), 

Frederick  Stone,  and  Ezekiel  Stone,” - 

“Thomas  Stone  was  the  grandson  of  Colonel 
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Governor  William  Stone.  He  was  born  in  the 

County  of  Charles,  Maryland,  in  1743.”- - 

‘‘He  died  in  1787.  Ezekial  Stone,  the  fourth 
son  of  David  Stone  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Jeni¬ 
fer  Stone,  was  born  in  Maryland,  Charles  City 
county,  in  1760.  He  enlisted  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War,  and  though  only  16  years  of  age,  he 
served  until  the  close  of  the  conflict.
